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COMMAND OF THE AUXITJARY AND RESERVE 

FORCES. 

p, 7 ^' '^® Militia (including the MiUtia Reserve), Yeomanry, and 

UiSllse / • Volunteer Forces will henceforth be termed '' Auxiliary Forces." 

2. The Army Reserve (including the Enrolled Pensioners) will 
retain the designation '^ Reserve Forces." 

3. With a view of promoting the efficiency of the Auxi- 
liary Forces, and consolidating for defensive purposes all the 
Military Forces in the Country, the Queen has been graciously 
pleased to issue, in virtue of the Regulation of the Forces 
Act 1871, an Order in Council, dated 5th February, 1872, re- 
vesting in Her Majesty the jurisdiction of the Lieutenants ol 
Counties in respect of Auxiliary Forces. 

4. Her Majesty is accordingly pleased to place the several 
Regiments and Corps of Militia, for the period of their assembly, 
training or exercise, and the Permanent Staff of such Corps at jdl 
times, under the Command of the Officer Commanding in Chief 
and of the General Officers of the Regular Forces Commanding 
in the Districts within which such Militia Regiments or Corps 
are assembled, trained, or exercised respectively, and where such 
Permanent Staff are stationed. 

6. Her Majesty is further pleased to place the several Regi- 
ments and Corps of Yeomanry Cavalry when assembled, marched^ 
or doing voluntary military duty, and the Permanent Staff of such 
Corps at all times, under the Command of the Officer Commanding 
in Chief and of the General Officers of the Regular Forces Com- 
manding in the Districts in which such Regiments and Corps are 
respectively assembled, marched, or doing military duty, and 
where such Permanent Staff are stationed. 

6. Her Majesty is, moreover, pleased to place all Volunteers, 
when assembled for drill or inspection, or voluntarily doing any 
other military duty, under the Command of the Officer Commanding 
in Chief and of the General Officers of the Regular Forces Com- 
manding in the Districts within which such Volunteers are under- 
going inspection, or doing military duty. The Permanent Staff 
of all Administrative Regiments and Corps will be at all times 
under such Military Command. 

7. The Command of the Auxiliary Forces in all case^ will be so 
exercised as that the Militia, Yeomanry, and Volunteers shall be 
led by their own respective Officers, and that Officers appointed 
to inspect or to command such Forces, whether alone or joined 
with the Regular Forces, shall be Senior in rank to every Officer 
of the Force commanded or inspected. 

8. Her Majesty is further pleased to direct that the Army 
Reserve (including the Enrolled Pensioners), shall be placed under 
the command of the Officer Commanding in Chief and of the 
General Officers of the Regular Forces commanding in the 
Districts within which they are assembled for training or exercise. 
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9. The orders of the Officer Commanding-in-Chief with respect Clause 7 
to the Auxiliary and Reserve Forces, will be conveyed to General oofUinued, 
Officers Commanding Districts in Great Britain, and to the 
General Officer Commanding the Forces in Ireland, by the Inspector- 
General Of Deputy Inspector-General of Auxiliary Forces, who are 
attached to the Head-Quarters Staff of the Army f(Mr that 
purpose* 

10. The orders of the General Officer Commanding the 
Forces in Ireland will be conveyed to General Officers Com- 
manding Districts, by the Deputy Inspector-General of Auxiliary 
Forces in Ireland. 

11. Clause 1, Reserve Forces Circular 1870 (with the exeep- 
tion of the Table of Military Districts), and the Special Beserre 
Forces Circular of 80th March, 1873, are hereby QHnoelled. 



HONOURS, SALUTES, AND DECORATIONS, 

1. A Guard of Honour or Escort may be provided as a matter Clause 8. 
of course for a member of the Royal Family, or for the Lord- 
Lieutenant of the County on arrival in the neighbourhood of the 
Head-Quarters of a Regiment or Corps, and a report wiU be 

made to the General Officer Commanding the District by the 
Commanding Officer; but in no other case will any body of 
Auxiliary Forces take part in any public procession or ceremony, 
or form a guard of honour, without the special authority of the 
General Officer Commanding the District. 

2. At a Review or Brigade Field Day of only Militia and 
Volunteer Forces of any County, the Lord-Lieutenant of the 
County will, if present in uniform, be entitled to the salute on 
coming on to the ground, as well as at the marching past ; but the 
military command will be exclusively in the hands of the Officer in 
Command, who will give the order for the salute, and march past 
at the Head of the Troops. Li the case of Reviews or Brigade 
Field Days of Auxiliary Forces of different Counties, or of Regular, 
Auxiliary and Reserve Forces combmed, the Senior Officer present 
will take the salute. 

3. The only decorations that may be worn on the left breast 
are those given by the Queen, or by a foreign Sovereign, tn 
the last-mentioned case Her Majesty's permission to accept and 
wear the decoration must have been granted. 
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Appointment, Promotion^ and Betirement of Officers. 

APPOINTMENT, PROMOTION AND BETIBEMENT 
OF OFFICEBS OF THE AUXILIABY FOBGES. 

1. OBNEBAL BEaXTLATIGNS. 

1. The Lord-Lieutenant of a County will recommend for the 
Clause 9. consideration of the Secretary of State for submission to Her 

Majesty, the names of Candidates for First Appointments as 
Subalterns. Candidates must not be less than 17 years of age. 

2. Commanding Officers of Regiments and Corps will render 
the Lord-Lieutenant every assistance in their power, if required 
to do so, in the selection of Gentlemen for first appointment as 
Subalterns. 

3. Li order to enable the Secretary of State to judge of the 
qualifications of a Candidate for appointment, the Lord-Lieu- 
tenant will forward with his recommendation a statement on War 
Office Form Np. 85B (see Appendix, page 54), giving the name, 
age, height, residence, place of education, and occupation or pro- 
fession of the Candidate. The statement will be accompanied by 
a medical certificate as to the fitness of the Candidate in point of 
health for the appointment, and by a satisfactory certificate of 
good moral character. 

4. Commanding Officers of Regiments will report to the 
Secretary of State without delay the deaths or voluntary resigna- 
tions of Officers in their respective Regiments. 

5. A vacancy for a first appointment as Subaltern will be 
notified by the Secretary of State to the Lord-Lieutenant of the 
County, by letter addressed to him by post. 

6. If a Lord-Lieutenant should fail to recommend a person 
approved by Her Majesty within 30 days after the date of the 
letter notifying a vacancy to such Lord-Lieutenant, the power of 
recommendation will lapse, and the Secretary of State will direct 
the Commanding Officer to recommend to him a person to fill the 
vacancy. 

7. Commanding Officers will submit to the Secretary of State 
for consideration the names of Officers whom they recommend 
for appointment to the ranks of Assistant-Surgeon and Veterinary 
Surgeon. 

8. All cases of promotion or appointment to ranks higher 
than those mentioned in paragraphs 5 and 7 will be submitted by the 
Commanding Officer, who, in each case, will send his recommend- 
ation through the General Officer Commanding the District. 
The Geneial Officer will forward it to the Adjutant-General with 
his opinion as to the eligibility of the Officer recommended for 
promotion or appointment. 

9. When recommending a promotion or appointment by which 
any Officer will be superseded, the Commanding Officer will state 
in writing the circumstances which have induced him to do so. 

10. In the case of an Administrative Regiment of Volunteers 
the names will be submitted, through the Field Officer Com- 
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manding the Regiment^ who^ in forwarding them^ will state Clause 9 
whether he concurs in the recommendation, and should he dissent c<mHmted. 
from it will give his reasons in writing for so doing. 

11. The death of a Field Officer Commanding will be at once 
reported by the Officer next in command to the General Officer 
Commanding the District (as well as to the Secretary of State). 
When a Field Officer Commanding a Regiment wishes to resign 
he will submit his resignation to the Secretary of State, and on 
the acceptance of the resignation being notified in the ^^ London 
Gazette '^ the Officer next in Command of the Regiment will 
report the vacancy to the General Officer Commanding. The 
General Officer will report to the Adjutant-General as to the 
best means of filling the vacancy. 

12. Each recommendation for first appointment, whether under 
paragraphs 6, 7> or 8, will be accompanied by the statement on 
W. O. Form 858, referred to in paragraph 3. 

13. Her Majesty^s approval of appointments and promotions, 
and Her acceptance of the . resignations of Officers in the 
Auxiliary Forces will not be notified otherwise than by publication 
in the London Gazette. 

14. In accordance with Section 6 of the Regulation of the 
Forces Act, 1871, the Commissions of Officers of the Auxiliary 
Forces will in future be prepared, authenticated, and issued in the 
same manner as Commissions of Officers in Her Majesty's Regular 
Forces ; and the Commissions of Officers already in the Auxiliary 
Forces will be henceforward deemed to have been issued by Her 
Majesty. 

15. Officers who are above 60 years of age will be called upon 
to resign their Commissions unless they be specially recommended 
by the General Officer Commanding the District, «rfler the Annual 
Inspection, as capable of retaining their appointments with advantage 
to the public service ; such recommendation, in the absence of any 
counter-report, will continue in force for five years, 

16. Officers while drawing full-pay of Her Majesty's Regular 
Forces will not be allowed to hold any Commission, — except that 
of Honorary Colonel, — ^in the Auxiliary Forces ; and those now so 
circumstanced will resign such Commission before the 1st April, 1873. 

17. Every Officer holding Substantive or Acting Commissions 
in more than one Branch, or two such Commissions in the same 
Sranch, of the Auxiliary Forces, except as mentioned in para* 
graphs 53 and 54, will elect before the 1st of April, 1873, which 
he wishes to retain, and will resign the other, unless it be shown 
to the Secretary of State's satisfaction that a relaxation of this 
rule in any particular case of an Officer now Commanding a Corps, 
would be advan,tageous to the public service. 

d. muTiA. 

Appointment of Subalterns. 

IS. A Subaltern appointed to the Militia unless he shall have 
served in the Army for one year^ and received from his Commanding 
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GlaUM Officer a certificate that he is duly instructed in the following sub- 
eontimpi., jects : (1) Queen's Regulations and Orders for the Army, regi^ 
mental interior economy, accounts, and correspondence ; (2) Mui* 
tary Law ; (3) The elements of Tactics ; (4) Field Fortification, 
and the elements of Permanent Fortification *, (5) Military Topo- 
graphy, and Reconnaissance; (6) Ridingi, tnust, within twelve 
months after his appointment, be attached to a Regiment of the 
Army for two months, or receive some other satisfactory instruc- 
tion in drill, and pass an examination in the undermentioned sub- 
jects : — 

0. The duties of Regimental Orderly Officers, of Officers 
Commanding Guards, and of Subaltern Officers ti 
Guards under Officers of superior rank. 

b. The various exercises and evolutions prescribed in the 

first two parts of the '' Field Exercises of the Infan 
try '' : rifle drill and practice. 

c. Those parts of the Queen's Regulations and Orders for 

the Army which relate to the duties and conduct of 
a Subaltern Officer. 

d. The Regulations for the Militia in regard to pay and 

toessing, and the various articles ol the soldiers kit, 
arms, accoutrements, and ammunition. 

e. In the Artillery Militia, the drill of one desmption 

of gun used by the Regiment* 

19. If he fails in obtaining a certificate, he will be examined 
again within six months, and, in the event of a second failure, 
will be required to resign his Commission. 

20. Subalterns now in the Militia will not be required to pass 
the examination unless they are reported as not qualified for the 
rftnk in whicb they are serving, in which case they will be 
required to pass the Examination above mentioned previous to the 
termination of the training of 1873, or to resign their Commissions.

2l» Subalterns who have not previously served in the Regular

22. Previous to promotion to the rank of Captain, Subaltemil

a. Part II. of the t'ield Exercise of Infantiy, including 
the formation of, and Dtities of Advanced and Rear 
Guards, BkJnxiishing, Ithd the command of a 
Cbftipanjr in Battalion. 
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b. The charge of a Company on detachment] end Mas- Glanso 9 

ketry Instruction^ so far as relates to position, conimmi. 
aiming^ and judging distance drills^ and to target 
practice. 

c. The Mutiny Act and Articles of War so far as is 

necessary for the performance of the duties of 
Members of a Court- Martial; also Section 14, 
Queen^s Regulations 1868. 

d. The Militia Regulations regarding the Engagement^ 

Re-engagement and Bounty of Men; the rules 
relating to Clothing and Necessaries, Lodging and 
Billet Money, and to the Militia Reserve. 

€. Duties in Camp, Barrack, and Billet. (Section 16, 
and Paragraphs 928 to 960, Queen's Regulations 
1868.) 

23. Subalterns of Artillery Militia will, previous to promotion 
to the rank of Captain, be examined in the following subjects : — 

a. Part II. of the Field Exercise of Infantry (excluding 

extended order) and the Command of a Company in 
Battalion. 

b. The charge of a Battery on detachment. 

c. The Mutiny Act and Articles of War so far »8 is 

necessary for the performance of the duties of 
members of a Court-Martial ; also Section 14, 
Queen's Regulations 1868. 

d. The Militia Regulations regarding the Engagement, 

Re-engagement and Bounty of Men ; the rules 
relating to Clothing and Necessaries, Lodging and 
Billet Money, and to the Militia Reserve. 

e. Duties in Camp, Barrack and Billet. (Section 16, 

and Paragraphs 928 to 960 Queen's Regulations 
1868.) 

f. Service of the description of Ordnance worked by the 

Regiment. 

g. Exercise with and without machines with the same 

gUDS. 

A. General knowledge of the Ordnance served by the 
Regiment, as regards Ammunition, Stores and 
Carriages, care of Magazines, Shell Rooms, &c., 
flight of Projectiles, Ranges, and Penetration. 

24. Subalterns who have obtained certificates at a School of 
Instruction within two years will be examined in subjects 
c, d, and e, only. The Regulations regarding Schools of Instruc- 
tion, will be found in Clause 10. 

' S5. SubalteniB now serving who have not passed the examina- 
tion prescribed above, at or prerious to the training of the prtamt 
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Clause 9 year^ niay^ if speciaUy recommended^ be provisionally promoted, 
eomHmted. gu][)ject to their passing such examination^ without expense to the 
public^ before the termination of the training of 1873 ; in the 
event of their failing to do so, the promotion will be cancelled. 

26. Officers who have served in the Army, and who are appointed 
to Commissions as Captains in the Militia, need not be examined 
if they have passed the examination for the rank of Captain in a 
similar Arm in the Army. 

Promotion to Banks of Field Officer in the Militia. 

27. Captains before they are eligible for promotion to be 
Field Officers will be required to pass an examination in the 
following subjects : — 

a. Parts III. and IV. of the Field Exercise : Biding ; 

the duties of Mounted Officers ; the Command of a 
Battalion^ including the duties of Advanced and 
Bear Guard ; and (except in the case of Officers of 
Artillery Militia) Skirmishing. 

b. The proper forms for demanding, and the sources of 

supply of Ammunition, Food, and Forage; also the 
system of Begimental Orderly-Boom Work, and 
Correspondence through the various channels of 
communication. 

28. They must further be eligible in all respects to take 
Command of the Begiment in the absence of the Command- 
ing Officer from sickness or other cause. Captains of Infantry 
Militia who have obtained a Field Officer's Certificate at a School 
of Initruction within two yearsji need only be examined in the 
subjects enumerated in Paragraph 27 b. 

29 Captains who obtained their Commissions as such previous 
to 30th October, 1871, may be promoted to the rank of Major, 
without examination, if specially reported on and recommended 
for promotion by the General Officer Commanding the District. 

General Btilea as to Promotion in the Militia. 

30. In estimating the eligibility of Officers for promotion, the 
examinations passed will be considered in conjunction with the 
reports made by the Commanding Officer and Inspecting Officer. 
The possession of a certi6cate from a School of Instruction 
will not give an absolute right to priority for selection for pro- 
motion. 

31. Cavalry and Artillery Officers who enter the Infantry Militia 
as Captains or Field Officers, will pass an examination in Infantry 
Drill, Infantry Officers who enter Begiments of Artillery Militia 
will be required, previous to the next training, to obtain a 
certificate of qualification in Artillery duties. 
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Board of Examination for Kilitia OfBLoen, 

32. The Board of Examination will be composed, in the case of /jjorigQ g 
examination for the ranks of Field Officer, of two Field Officers o{^ cetUimtd. 
the Army (one of whom must be senior in rank to the Officer 

uQder examination"), assisted by a Captain of the Army, or an 
Adjutant of Auxilijury Forces not belonging to the Regiment in 
which the Officer to be examined is serving. In other cases the 
Board will consist of a Field Officer of the Army as President, 
and two members being Captains of the Army, or Adjutants of 
Auxiliary Forces not belonging to the Regiment in which the 
Officer to be examined is serving. The examination will be con- 
ducted according to the rules laid down for the Army, as far *^as 
they may be applicable to the Militia. 

33. Reports of the Proceedings of Boards will be forwarded 
to the General Officer Commanding the District, who after record- 
ing his opinion will transmit them to the Adjutant-General. 

Appointment of Honorary Colonels. 

34. Honorary Colonels will be appointed by Her Majesty, on 
the recommendation of the ^Secretary of State, to Regiments of 
Militia under the command of Lieutenant-Colonels. 

Oommisflions in the Army. 
Lieutenants of Militia, 

35. The Army Regulations respecting the appointment of 
Lieutenants of MUitia to Commissions as Lieutenants in the Army 
are printed in the Appendix, pages 55 to 57, for information and 
guidance. 

3. YEOMANBT OAVALBY. 

36. Every Officer of Yeomaury Cavalry on first appointment to 
a Commission as Subaltern, Captain, or Field Officer, or on pro- 
motion, who has not served in the Regular Cavalry, and passed his 
examination for the rank of Lieutenant in the case of a Subaltern, 
or for that of Captain in the case of a Captain or Field Officer, 
will be required within one year of his appointment or promotion 
to pass an examination in the following subjects ; — 

Subalterns. 

The first two parts of the Cavalry Field Exercise ; the 
Carbine, Manual, and Firing Exercises ; the Sword 
Exercise; Biding. 

Captains. 

a. The Command of a Troop and Squadron singly and 

in a Regiment in simple movements, including 
Patrols, Escorts, and Advanced and Bear Guards ; 
Riding. 

b. The whole equipment of the Yeoman and his horse, 

and the Yeomanry Regulations. 

c. Duties in Camp, Barrack, and Billet. 
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Field Officers. 
riaiifl* Q ^* ^^^ command of a Regiment including Advanced and 

' lS2#2^ Rear Guards. 

b. The proper forms for demanding, and sources of 
supply of, ammunition, food, and forage. 

37. An Officer who fails to obtain a Certificate must be 
examined again within six months, and, in the event of a second 
failure, will be required to resign his Commission. 

38. Subalterns now in the Yeomanry Cavalry will not be 
required to pass the examination unless they are reported as not 
qualified for the rank in which they are serving, in which case 
they will be required to pass the Examination above mentioned 
previous to the termination of the permanent duty of 1873, or to 
resign their Commissions. 

39. Subalterns now serving who have not passed the exami- 
nation prescribed above, at or previous to the assembly of their 
Regiment during the present year, may be provisionally promoted 
subject to their passing such examination, without expense to the 
public, before the termination of the permanent duty of 1873. In 
the event of their failing to do so the promotion will be cancelled. 

40. Captains who obtained their commissions as such previous 
to 30th October, 1871, may be promoted to the rank of Major 
vrithout examination, if specially reported on and recommended for 
promotion by the General OflScer Commanding the District. 

41. Promotion in the Yeomanry Cavalry cannot always be 
conducted according to a Regimental System. It may happen 
that particular Regiments, Corps, or Troops have local interests^ 
and should be commanded by gentlemen who have local influence, 
but have not served in the lower ranks. The discretion of Com- 
manding Officers must, therefore, be exercised in submitting the 
names of fit and proper persons. 

Appointment of Honorary Ck>lonel8. 

42. Honorary Colonels will be appointed by Her Majesty, on 
the recommendation of the Secretary of State, to Regiments of 
Yeomanry Cavalry under the command of Lieutenant-Colonels. 

4. VOLXJKTEEBS. . 

43. Every Officer, on first appointment to a commission as 
Subaltern, Captain, or Field Officer, or on promotion to be a Field 
Officer, who has not served, and passed his examination for the 
rank of Lieutenant in the case of a Captain or Subaltern, and of 
Captain in that of a Field Officer, in a similar arm of the Regular 
Forces, will be required within one year of his appointment or of 
hisjpro:aotion to be Field Officer to be examined for a Certificate 
of Proficiency for the rank to which he is appointed or promoted. 
Every Officer now serving (with the exception of Lieutenant- 
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Appointment, Promotion, and Betirement of Officers— ^^n/. 

Colonels, appointed as such before the 1st of January, 1871, Clause 9 
and favourably reported on hy the Inspecting Officer) who is continued, 
not in possession of such certificate, will be required to obtain it 
previous to the day of inspection in 1874. Officers who fail in 
obtaining certificates must again be examined within six months, 
and in the event of a second failure will be called upon to resign. 

44* The same rule will apply to Quartermasters who have not 
served as Quartermasters for one year in the Eegular Forces or 
the Militia. 

45. The forms of Certificate of Proficiency of Officers who 
attend a School of Instruction will be found in the Appendix to 
Clause 10, and those of Officers who do not attend a School in 
the Appendices to Clauses 30 and 31. 

46. Honorary Colonels of Corps, or Administrative Eegiments, 
mider the command of Lieutenant-Colonels, will be appointed 
by Her Majesty, upon the recommendation of the Secretary of 
State, the application being submitted through the General 
Officer Commanding the District, 

47. A Quartermaster will be appointed to an Administrative 
Aegiment or to a Corps having the Establishment of a Regiment, 
Brigade, or Battalion, on the recommendation of the Commanding 
Officer. 

48. Acting Chaplains to Administrative Regiments or Corps 
will be appointed on the recommendation of Commanding Officers. 

49. An Acting Assistant Surgeoa will be appointed to every 
Corps which is not entitled to a Medical Officer of substantive rank. 
{See Tables of Establishments in Article 7 of the Volunteer 
Regulations 1863, and Volunteer Circular No. 9.) 

50. An Acting Veterinary Surgeon will be appointed to every 
Corps of Light Horse or Mounted Rifle Volunteers which is not 
entitled to a Veterinary Surgeon. (See the Establishment Tables 
referred to in Paragraph 49.) 

51. The appointments of all Acting Officers will cease when- 
ever the Administrative Regiment or Corps to which they belong 

. is called out for actual service* 

52. When the Establishment of an Administrative Regiment 
or Corps entitles it to two Lieutenant-Colonels, the senior will 
bear the title of '^ Lieutenant-Colonel Commandant,'* and when a 
Corps consists of more than one Troop, Battery, or Company, and 
is not under the command of a Field Officer, the Senior Captain 
will bear the designation of "Captain Commandant.** These 
titles do not confer any additional ranki and no separate Commis- 
sions will be issued on account of them, 

53. A Field Officer on the Staff of an Administrative Regiment 
mHy bold a CommiBtiou as CcHuma^Ldiiig or Field Offio^ in any 
pne of the Corps composing it.

Appointment, Promotion, and Retirement of Officers— <^n/. 

Clause 9 54. A Surgeon or Assistant Surgeon on the Staff of an Admin- 
oontinued. istrative Regiment may bold a Commission as Medical Officer of 
equal or lower rank, — and an Acting Chaplain on the Staff a 
corresponding appointment, — ^in any one of the Corps. 

55. Vacancies in the appointments of Field Officer or Surgeon 
in a Corps forming part of an Administrative Regiment will only 
be filled up when there are corresponding vacancies on the Staff 
of the Regiment. 

56. When any Officer resigns his Commission, and at the same 
time receives another, not involving promotion, he will retain, 
in the general service, the date of his former Commission. 

57. An Officer holding a substantive Commission will take 
precedence of all Officers holding Acting Commissions of the 
same rank. 

58. Promotion in the Volunteer Force cannot always be con- 
ducted according to a Regimental System. It may happen that 
particular Regiments, Corps, or Companies have local interests, 
and should be commanded by gentlemen who have local influence, 
but have not served in the lower ranks. The discretion of Com- 
manding Officers must, therefore, be exercised in submitting the 
names of fit and proper persons. 

59. Any Officer who does not attend the number of drills pre- 
scribed for the Enrolled Volunteers of his Corps to qualify them 
for certificates of efficiency will not be allowed to retain his Com- 
mission, unless it should be represented to the Secretary of State 
that there are special reasons for a relaxation of this regulation. 

60. Articles 84 to 56, and 91, of the Volunteer Regulations 
1863, are hereby cancelled; also the foot notes to the Tables given 
in Article 7 of the same Regulations, and in Volunteer Circular 
No. 9, with the exception of the N.B. relative to the appointment 
of Non-Commissioned Officers. 



SCHOOLS OF INSTRUCTION FOR OFFICERS OF 
AUXILIARY FORCES. 

Clause 10. ^' ^^® following are the Stations at which Schools of Instruc- 
* tion for Officers of the Auxiliary Forces will be opened when there 
are sufficient ^numbers of Candidates to form classes, viz. : — 

For the Artillery, — ^Woolwich. 
For the Engineers, — Chatham. 

For the Infantry, — ^Aldershot, Glasgow, London, Man- 
chester, and Dublin. 

Arrangements will be made as soon as possible for establishing 
a School for Officers of the Artillery of the Auxiliary Forces in 
Scotland and in Ireland. 

2. Officers will be expected to remain under instruction for 
one calendar month. 
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Schools of Instruction for Officers of Auxiliary Forces— <^^^ 

3. When ten, or, in the case of the Engineer Arm, five, OflScers (ji««g0 JQ 
at least are ready to join, a class will be formed. The class will continued. 
assemble on the first day of the month, or on the second if the 

first be a Sunday. Officers will join in uniform ; those proceeding 
to the School at Aldershot, taking full as well as undress 
uniform. 

4. At the Artillery and Engineer Schools, 20 will be the 
maximum number allowed to join a class; at the Infantry 
Schools, 25 will be the number. 

5. An Officer wishing to join a class must send his application 
for permission to do so through his Commanding Officer to the 
Inspector-General of Auxiliary Forces, War Office. The application 
tion (which will be made on W. O. Form 578, see Appendix, page 58) 
will specify the School which he wishes to join, and the time 
when he will be able to attend. It is desirable that each Officer 
should name as many months as possible, and that the applica- 
tion should be sent to the War Office not later than the 18th 
of the month preceding the first of the months named. The 
Officer will sign the declaration on the Form, to the eflFect 
that he will conform to the rules of the School of Instruction, 
and will not leave before the termination of one month from 
the date of his joining without the written sanction of the 
Officer Commanding. The Form contains a Certificate, to be 
signed by the Adjutant, and countersigned by the Commanding 
Officer of the Regiment, Brigade or Battalion to which the 
Officer belongs, that he has been properly instructed in the 
subjects mentioned in the form of Certificate ; and previously 
to receiving such Certificate the Officer must actually prove 
his knowledge by being specially tested in the Elementary Drill 
required. 

6. An Officer of Artillery Militia, or Artillery or Engineer 
Volunteers, must, previously to making his application to attend a 
School at Woolwich or Chatham, as the case may be, obtain from 
a Board of examining Officers appointed by the General Officer 
Commanding the District, or by the Commanding Officer of any 
Regiment of Infantry of the Regular Forces to which he may have 
been attached, a Certificate of qualification in Infantry Drill, on 

"W. O. Form 1589, 1590, 1591, or 1592 (as the case may be), ^p^^^^j^,^ 
and the form of application will contain a statement that he has 6o to 67. 
obtained such Certificate. 

7. Officers of Infantry Militia and Rifle Volunteers will 
receive an allowance of 5«. a-day for a period of one month, and 
Officers of Artillery Militia and Artillery and Engineer Volun- 
teers, for a period not exceeding two months whilst under instruc- 
tion. They will be allowed to remain at the School for a further 
period not exceeding one month, if the requirements of the service 
permit ; but during the extension of their stay, they will not be 
entitled to the above-mentioned allowance. Application for the 
allowance will be made by an Officer^ through his Commanding 
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Schools of Instruction for OflScers of Auxiliary Forces-^ont, 

Clause 10 Officer, after the receipt of his Certificate of Proficiency. If he 
continued. f^\^ ^q obtain a Certificate, no allowance will be made to him, 
unless he has been obliged to leave from sickness duly cei^ified. 

8. Quarters will as far as possible be assigned to those Officers 
both of Militia and Volunteers who may wish to occupy them, and 
when quarters are thus assigned, fuel and light will be granted. 
When quarters are not assigned, an allowance of 2$. %d. a-day 
in lieu of lodging, fuel and light, will be given, to Officers who 
obtain Certificates of Proficiency. 

9. Officers will be allowed their actual travelling expenses on 
joining and leaving the School, provided that the distance travelled 
either way be not greater than that from the Head-Quarters of 
their Regiments to the School, and that they obtain Certificates 
of Proficiency. 

10. An Officer of Artillery Militia, or Artillery or Engineer 
Volunteers, who has obtained a Certificate of Proficiency at a 
School, but has only attended for one month, may rejoin for a 
second month, receiving the allowances mentioned in paragraphs 
7 and 8, but defraying his own travelling expenses. 

11. A Field Officer who has obtained a Certificate of Profi- 
ciency as a Captain at an Infantry School of Instruction, or who 
has otherwise obtained such Certificate, either as a Field Officer 
or Captain, will be allowed to join, if he prefers it, on the 15th 
instead of the Ist of the month (or 16th if the 15th should 
fall on a Sunday), with a view of obtaining a Field Offioer^s Certi- 
ficate at such School. 

12. Field Officers who have served as such, or as Captains, or 
who have passed the examination for the rank of Captain, in the 
Infantry of the Regular Forces, will be allowed to attend in the 
same manner, provided that on joining the School they prove 
themselves acquainted with the new Company drill, and the 
manual and firing drill. 

13. Captains who have obtained Certificates of Proficiency at 
an Infantry School may, if the requirements of the Service permit, 
rejoin on the 1st or 15th of a subsequent month, in order to 
obtain Certificates as Field Officers, but must do so at their own 
expense, and will not be entitled to any allowances. 

14. Field Officers of Artillery Militia, and of Artillery or Engi- 
neer Volunteers, who have as Captains or Subalterns obtained 
Certificates of Proficiency at a School of Instruction for the arm 
of the service to which they severally belong, may have the letters 
P.S. continued after their names in the Army List on their 
obtaining Certificates of Proficiency (on W. O. Form 1589 or 1591, 
as the case may be) in Battalion drill, the proper mode of route 
marching, and the duties of Guards. 
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Schools of Instruction for Officers of Auxiliary Vorces—cont 

16. Candidates for Commissions in the Auxiliary Forces may be Clause 10 
attached to Schools of Instruction if they should desire it, but contint^d. 
will not be entitled to allowances or re-imbursement of travelling 
expenses. The application of any such Candidate will be forwarded 
to the Secretary of State by the Lord-Lieutenant or Commanding 
Officer who intends to recommend him for a Commission, the 
application giving the information and enclosing the Certificate 
specified in Paragraph 5. The Certificate may be signed by the 
Adjutant, and countersigned by the Commanding Officer of the 
Regiment for which the Candidate Is to be recommended, or by 
the Adjutant and Commanding Officer of any other Regiment, 
Brigade or Battalion of Regular or Auxiliary Forces in which he 
may have received instruction. 

16. It is particularly requested that no fees may be paid to 
Non-Commissioned Officers or Rank and File employed m the 
Schools of Instruction. 

17. At the conclusion of the Conrse of Instmction each Officer 
or Candidate, if found qualified, will be granted a Certificate on 
W. O. Form 1589, 1690, 1591, 1592, 1598, or 1583, as the case 
may be, showing that he has passed a satisfactory examination 
in the subjects therein mentioned; and the letters P.S. will be 
placed after the Officer's name in the Army List. The Forms 
referred to are printed in the Appendix, pages 60 to 69. 

18. Any further knowledge of drill, &c., that an Officer or 
Candidate may have acquired at the School of Instruction will be 
also mentioned by the Commandant on the Certificate. 

19. At the close of each Course of Instruction, a statement on 
W. O. Form 870 (see Appendix, page 70) will be forwarded to the 
War Office by the Commandant, through the General Officer 
Commanding the District, in lieu of the form given in Appendix 
to Clause 9, Reserve Forces Circular, 1871. 

20. Clause 6, Reserve Forces Circular 1870, and Clauses 1, 22, 
and 31, Reserve Forces Circulars 1871, are hereby cancelled. 



ADJUTANTS OF AUXILIARY FORCES. 

1. Adjutants appointed on or after the 22nd February, 1871, Clause II. 
will hold their appointments for a term of five years only. 

2. No selection of an Officer for an Adjutancy of a Regiment 
or Corps will be made, nor any application for it taken into con- 
sideration until a notification of such vacancy has appeared in the 
" London Gazette/' 

3. Adjutants of Auxiliary Forces will be appointed from 
Officers of the Regular Forces serving with their Regiments, 
or on half-pay; those of Yeomanry Cavalry and Light Horse 
Volunteers fix)m Captains of Regular Cavalry ; those of Artillery 
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Adjutants of Auxiliary Forces—caniinued. 

Clause 11 Militia, and Artillery Volunteers^ from Captains of Royal 
continued. Artillery ; those of Engineer Volunteers from Captains or Subal- 
terns of Royal Engineers; and those of Infantry Militia and 
Rifle Volunteers from Captains of Infantry of the Army. 

4. Applications for appointment as Adjutants will be made 
on War Office Form 1627, (see Appendix, page 78) by 
Commanding Officers of regiments of the Regular Army in which 
the Candidates are serving, or have served, and forwarded to the 
War Office. Commanding Officers will report fully their opinion 
of the eligibility of the Candidates. 

5. Previous to appointment Candidates will be examined by a 
Board of Officers as to their qualifications for the duties of 
Adjutant, including a knowledge of the duties of Brigade Major. 
The faculty of imparting instruction will be particularly considered. 
A certificate must also be given that they can ride. Officers who 
have held Commissions as Adjutants of their Regiments for a period 
of not less than 12 months will be exempted from Examination as 
above, but every Candidate will be examined by a Board of Medical 
Officers. 

6. An Officer before appointment as Adjutant, will be 
required to sign the following Declaration : — 

^' I hereby declare, upon my honour as an officer and a 
^^ gentleman, that I have not, nor to the best of my belief has 
'' any person on my behalf or in my interest, directly or 
*^ indirectly paid or transferred or agreed to pay or transfer 
^^ any sum of money, valuable security, or other thing in 
'* respect of my appointment to the Adjutancy of the 

^^ , and I promise honourably and unreserv- 

" edly not to make, cause to be made, or in any manner 
'' recognise hereafter any such payment or transfer in respect 
^^ of such appointment.^^ 

Any breach of the declaration will be regarded as a violation 
of personal honour. The Declaration will be signed in presence 
of the Commanding Officer of the Regiment of Regular Forces to 
which the Candidate may belong, or of the Corps to which he is 
about to be appointed, after being read to him by the Com- 
manding Officer, who will countersign it. 

7. An Adjutant who does not possess a certificate of quali- 
fication as Officer Instructor in Musketry, will attend a course of 
instruction at the School of Musketry at Hythe. If he fail to 
obtain a certificate he will attend a second course ; and if he again 
fail he will not be allowed to retain his appointment as Adjutant. 

8. Officers selected from Full-pay will become supernumerary 
in their Regiments, and their Line Pay and allowances will cease. 
They will return to their Regiments on resigning the Adjutan- 
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Acjjutants of Auxiliary FoTces-^ontinued. 

cies, or on being promoted to be Regimental Field Officers. GlauSO U 
If their service prove unsatisfactory they will at any time be conHmed. 
liable to be sent back to their Eegiments, or put upon a reduced 
rate of Half-pay, under Article 25 of the Royal Warrant of 30th 
October, 1871. 

9. Officers selected from the Half-pay List will be immediately 
removed therefrom, and accordingly cease to draw Half-pay while 
holding the appointment of Adjutant. Ou their period of service 
expiring, or on their service proving unsatisfactory, they will be 
replaced on the Half-pay List. 

10. Adjutants of Auxiliary Forces appointed before the 
1st April, 1872, and who were on half-pay at the dates of their 
appointments, will be allowed to retain their half-pay in addition 
to their pay and allowances as Adjutants. 

11. The amount of the stamp duty on an Adjutant's Com- 
mission will be credited in the first account rendered by him to 
the War Office. 

12. When an Adjutant is transferred from one Corps or 
Administrative Regiment to another, he will be allowed to retain in 
the general service the date of his former Commission. 

13. As the public services of an Adjutant are to be available 
at all times, an Officer holding an Adjutancy in the Auxiliary 
Forces will not be allowed to follow any profession, or to hold any 
other appointment, public or private.

BBIOABINa AUXILIABT FOBGES FOB EXEBCISE 
OB BEYIEWS. 

Clause 12. ^* When the General Officer Commanding a District wishes 
*to hold a Review or Brigade Drill of Auxiliary Forces, or of 
Regular and Auxiliary Forces, at which no expense to the Public 
wUl be incurred beyond that of the employment of Officers of 
the Regular Forces, Staff Officers of Pensioners, or Adjutants of 
Auxiliary Forces^ in the proportions hereinafter authorised, he 
will make the necessary arrangements with the Officers Com- 
manding the various corps. 

2. When the proposed Review or Brigade Drill will entail 
any expense on the Public for the movement of Regiments of the 
Line or Militia, or for allowances to Volunteers under Clause 
36 o J this Circular, the General Officer Commanding the District 
will apply to the Adjutant-General for the sanction of the Secretary 
of State, accompanying his application by an approximate statement 
of the number of each arm which it is proposed to assemble, and 
an estimate of the cost of the arrangements. 

3. Officers Commanding Regiments or Corps about to take 
part in a Review or Brigade Drill, will, not less than one week prior 
to the date on which it is proposed to be held, send to the 
General Officer Commanding their District returns (on W. O. Form 
1629), showing the number of officers and men who will probably 
attend. 

4. It is desirable, as a rule, to confine Reviews and Brigade 
Drills of Auxiliary Forces in the several Districts to the Forces in 
the District; but when, for special reasons, it may be thought ex- 
pedient that Corps of a District other than that in which the 
Review or Brigade Drill is to be held, shall take part in any Re- 
view or Drill, the Secretary of State's permission must be obtained 
by the General Officer Commanding the District in which the 
Review or Drill is to take place. 

5. When the General Officer has obtained such permission, 
he will inform the General Officer Commanding the other District 
concerned, who will give the necessary authority for the attendance 
of such Regimaits or Corps in his District as are intended to be 
present on the occasion, and direct them to furnish to the General 
Officer Commanding the District in which the Review or Drill is to 
be hdd, returns showing the estimated numbers of officers and men 
who will attend, and to receive direct from that Officer any 
orders in regard to the Review or Drill in question. 

6. When Officers Commandmg Reipments or Corps wish to 
initiate a Review or Brigade Drill, the Senior Commanding 
Officer will notify their wish to the General Officer Commanding 
the District, who, if he approves, will proceed, as laid down in 
the foregoing paragraphs. 
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Brigading Auxiliary Forces for Exercise or Beviews— ^on^. 

7. In the case of an Administrative Regiment of Volunteers Clause J^ 
the Ofl&cer Commanding will make a Return for the whole oonttWwt 
Regiment, and the General Officer Commanding the District will 
correspond with the Officer Commanding the Administrative 
Regiment, and not with Officers Commanding the several Corps 
composing it. 

8. The General Officer Commanding a District will appoint 
Commanding Officers and Staff at Reviews, in the following propor- 
tion : — 

For a Force not exceeding 3,000, a Colonel, or Lieutenant- 
Colonel, with an Aide-de-Camp. 

For a Force exceeding 3,000, a General Officer with an 
Assistant Adjutant-General, and two Aides-de-Camp. 

In every case also a Brigade-Major will be appointed to each 
Brigade. [See the following paragraph). 

9. When a Brigade is to be composed partly of Regular and 
partly of Auxiliary Forces, the General Officer Commanding the 
District will appoint an Officer of the Regular Army to command. 
When it is to be composed of Auxiliary Forces only, he will use 
his discretion as to appointing an Officer of the Regular Forces, 
or the Senior Commanding Officer in the Brigade as Brigadier. 
The General Officer will select an Officer of the Regular Forces, 
or a Staff Officer of Pensiqners, or an Adjutant of Militia, 
Yeomanry or Volunteers in his District, whose Corps will not be 
present, to act as Brigade Major. The Officers' travelling expenses 
will be borne by the public. 

10. Militia and Volunteer Brigadiers will be at liberty to 
appoint their own Aides-de-Camp, but no travelling expenses on

4. Whenever it becomes necessary to return Small- Arm Am- 
munition into Store, Officers Commanding will apply in the first 
instance for instructions as to its mode of conveyance, to the Control 
Officers from whom they originally received the ammunition, speci- 
fying the number of Hsdf and Quarter Barrels, in order that the 
Commissary may arrange for the consignment being conveyed at 
the least possible expense. 

5. Commanding Officers will be careful that the printed address 
labels on the barrels, &c., are not removed; and in the event of 
any of them being accidentally defaced or removed, the name and 
number of the Corps should be marked on each package. 

6. When ammunition or surplus stores are returned into store 
an invoice will be sent by Post at the same time to the Commissary, 
and care must be taken to compare the articles with the invoice 
before transmission, and to mark each package distinctly. 

7. In the case of Artillery Stores, a duplicate of the invoice 
will be transmitted to the Officer Commanding Royal Artillery in 
the District, so that he may record the same in his accounts. 

8. Great care is to be taken, when powder and ammunition 
barrels, whether full or empty, are to be returned to the Govern- 
ment stores, to remove all tacks, dirt, and grit from them. 
Instructions will be given to the persons by whom such barrels 
are to be conveyed to keep them free from dirt and grit during 
their transit. Address cards will be affixed to the barrels by 
means of paste or string, and not on any account by means of 
tacks or nails. 

9. Paragraphs 1 to 5 of Clause 15, Reserve Forces Circular 
1871, are hereby cancelled.

BEPAIB OF ARMS. 

1. With reference to Clause 16, Reserve Forces Circular Clause 14 
1871^ it has been decided to issue Snap Cap Leathers to the 
Auxiliary Forces, in the proportion of one for every three arms 
annually. They will be demanded on W. 0. Form 1457, with 

the other spare parts for Repair of Arms, and will be dealt with 
in the same way. 

2. Such Regiments and Corps as are not in possession of Tools 
for fixing the Leathers can obtain them by requisition on the 
Controllers; those required by the Volunteers being issued on 
prepayment of their value, Ss. each.

REPORTS, RETURNS, AND CORRESPONDENCE. 

1. General Officers Commanding Districts will forward to the Clause 16. 
War Office reports upon all Keviews of Auxiliary Forces, or of 
Regular an^ Auxiliary Forces combined, when the force consists 

of more than one Brigade. 

2. As soon as the annual inspections are concluded, the 
General . Officers Commanding will forward a report (on W. O. 
Form 663) upon the general state of each branch of the Auxiliary 
Forces, accompanied by any suggestions which they may wish to 
make. A list will also be furnished of all Brigade Field Days and 
Encampments that have taken place in the District, with the 
number present on each occasion. 

3. General Officers Commanding will also, as soon as possible 
after the 1st of April in each year, compile from the Quarterly 
Returns and Adjutant's Diaries of the several Regiments of 
Yeomanry Cavalry, and the various Corps and Administrative 
Regiments of Volunteers in their respective Districts, a return 
■bowing the duties performed by the several Adjutants of Yeo- 
manry Cavalry and Volunteers in the District during the pre- 
ceding financial year ending 31st of March. 

4. All communications from the Auxiliary Forces to superior 
authority, except the correspondence of the Adjutant in his 
capacity as a Public Accountant, will be transmitf:ed through the 
Commanding Officer of the Corps. Communications from Corps 
in an Administrative "Regiment of Volunteers must also pasg 
through the Officer Commanding such Regiment,

Reports, Returns, and CorreBpondence—contmued. 

Clause 16 5. Officers Commanding Anxilia^ and Reserve Forces will 
communicate with General Officers Commanding Districts upon 
the following subjects : — 

Reviews. 

Camps. 

Drill and Training. 

Inspection of Regiments or Corps. 

Discipline. 

Guards of Honour. 

Assemblies for Prize Shooting of two or more Regiments. 

Attachment of Officers to other Forces for Instruction, 

Promotion. 

Appointments to rank of Field Officer, Captain or Surgeon. 

Examination of-Officers. 

Stores. 

In so doing, except as regards stores, they itill address their 
correspondence as follows : — 

Commanding Officers of Infantry Militia, Yeomanry Cavalry, 
and Light Horse, Moimted Rifle and Bifle Volunteers and Stt^ 
Officers of Pensioners, to the Assistant Adjutant-General in the 
District or Sub-District, as the case may be ; Commanding Officers

10. CJorrespondence upon all subjeets not enumerated in Ghose 16 
paragraphs 5, 6, 7, 8, and 9 will be addressed by Commanding •^•'"••w* 
Officers of Auxiliary and Reserve Porces direct to the Under 
Secretary of State, War Office. 

11. General Officers Commanding Districts in Great Britain, 
and the General Officer Commanding the Forces in Ireland, iriU 
address their correspondence with the War Office on matters 
relating to the Auxihary Forces to the Adjutant-General of the 
Forces, with the words "Auxiliary Forces** in the comer of the 
eover. General Officers CcNQamanding IKstncts in Ireland will, iu 
like manner, address their correspondence to the Deputy Adjutant- 
General at Dublin, with the words *' AuxiliaryForces" in the comer 
of t^ cov^. 

12. Adjutants of Auxiliary Torces will address their corre- 
fipondence in their capacity as PuUic Accomutanta direct to the 
TSniowial Secretary, War Office. 

13. Communications addressed to the Commaiiding Officer, 
and marked "Confidential** on the outside of the cover, will not 
be opened by the Adjutant or any member of the Permanent 
Staff, but will be sent to the pri v at e addi ' ess of the Commanding 
Officer. 

14. Articles 249 and 250, and 252 to 254, of the Volunteer

MILITIA. 

TBAININa AND INSPECTION. 

Clause 19. ^' Greneral Officers Commanding Districts, will, during the 
month of January in each year, consider, in consultation with 
Commanding Officers of Militia Regiments, the times and places at 
which it may be best to assemble the Militia for trainings and 
will submit their proposals to the Adjutant-General for the consi- 
deration of the Secretary of State for War. The duration of 
training, both for recruits and for the regiment, is annually fixed 
by the Secretary of State. 

2. In arranging the ordinary training of the Militia, General 
Officers Commanding will attend to the following -eonsider- 
ations : — 
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1st. The advantage of fixing the Regimental Training not Clausd 19 
earlier than in May. 

2nd. When there is more than one regiment in a county, 
and each trains at its own Head-Quarters, the trainings 
should, as far as possible, take place at the same time. 
This arrangement is also desirable in contiguous counties 
where there is opportunity of Militia regiments being 
instructed in Brigade, especially with the Regular Forces. 

3. It is desirable, when circumstances permit, to place regi* 
ments of Militia during training in barracks, forts, or other 
Government buildings, or in encampments. General Officers 
Commanding Districts will accordingly, at the commencement of 
the year, submit the arrangements which they propose for this 
purpose to the Adjutant-General. On their proposals being 
approved, the General Officers will inform the^ Commanding 
Officers of the regiments concerned, and give the' necessary in- 
structions to the District Controllers. They will likewise inform 
the Quartermaster-General of any proposed occupation of barracks. 
When the hire of premises is necessary, the District Controllers 
will report on the subject to the Surveyor-General of the Ordnance, 
and apply for his sanction. At stations where there are barracks 
or War Department Lands, care will be taken that they be utilized 
as far as possible. 

4. Regiments which assemble for training not earlier than 
the first week in May may be placed under canvas. When 
practicable it is always desirable to encamp in preference to 
billeting. 

Field AUowanoe. 

5. When Militia Regiments are placed under canvas, under 
circumstances which entail the issue of Field Allowance as sanc- 
tioned by the Royal Warrant of 26th April, 1862 (W. O. 
Circular 752), claims for the issue of Field Allowance for the 
Officers will be forwarded for approval to the Controller of the 
District in which the Camp is held, whose duty it will be to see 
that they are strictly in accordance with the Royal Warrant above 
quoted, and that no unnecessary or excessive issue of the allow- 
ance is made. 

6. When approved by the Controller, the claims will be paid 
by the Adjutant, and charged in his accounts, subject to audit. 

Claims must be supported — 

a. By a copy of the order under which the Troops were 
encamped. 

J. By a certificate fix)m an Officer of the Control 
Department that the claimants were not in the 
occupation of Quarters, nor in receipt of Lodging 
Allowance, during the period to which the claim 
refers. 

c. By the approval of the District Controller. 

7. Claims for Field Allowance will invariably be made out on 
W. O. Form 103.

9. The inspection of Militia Regiments forms an important part 
of the duty of General Officers Commanding Distaicts. The 
Assistant Adjutant-General <x the LieutmaatColonel of Bc^al 
Artillery of the District or Sub-District will inspect those Rej^*> 
ments of the Infantry and Aitillery arms req^eetiyely which At 
General Officers are unable to iiiflpect. 

10. The Inspection of Militia Regiments will take place either 
one d{Qr or two days before the termination of the Training ; Generd 
Officers Commanding Districts will, as far as possible, consult fhe 
wishes of Commanding Officers as to which of the two days they 
may consider more convenient for the purpose. 

11. For the sake of obtaining uniformity the annexed regu- 
lations for Inspection will be fdlowed a^ far as practicaUe. 
{See Aj>pendiz9 page 77.) 

12. The Militia will^ whenever praetioaUe, be brigaded with 
other Troops one day during the last week of the Trainings and 
Gtoneral Officers Commanding Districts will submit their arrange- 
ments as soon as possible after the dates of trainii^ are settled* 
See Qause 12^ of this Circular, in reference to the brigading oF 
the Auxiliary Forces generally. 

13. The Field Inspection of the MiUtia will, not, if it can be 
avoided, take place on the same day on which ^ regiment is 
brigaded. 

14. General Officers Commanding Districts will give instruc- 
tions to Commanding Officers of Militia as to what returns they 
will require during Training, and they will also, during the non^ 
training period, receive from Commanding Officers MontMy 
Returns, on W. O. Form 193.

The Surgeon of 
each Regiment will therefore inspect imd carefully examine the 
Non-Commissioned Officers and Men immediately on their 
assembly, and will vaccinate them in cases in which he may 
consider that operation to be necessary. 
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Beleases from the Militia. 

Clause 25. 1» Militiamen who, since the date of their last enrolment, have 
been present at the whole of one Annual Training are entitled to 
Free Releases, on enlistment into the Line or Royal Marines^ or 
on entering the Royal Navy, with permission. 

2. Men belonging to the Militia Reserve when released 
will be reqoired to pay the sum of one pound. 

3. Clause 4, Reserve Forces Circulars 1870, is hereby can- 
celled.

p, ^g. 1. The Secretary of State for War has decided that in future 

l/iause ^O. ^jjj those Militia Regiments which desire to adopt the plan) the 

Annual Bounty of men who reside away from the Head-Quarters 

of their Regiments may be issued by Post Office Orders payable 

at the Post Offices nearest to their homes. 

2. In large towns, such as Liverpool, Glasgow, &c., such orders 
will invariably be made payable by the Head-Quarter Office, and 
Commanding Officers will take care that, in making their arrange- 
ments with the Post Office authorities for the issue of Orders, 
this regulation is carried out. 

3. A copy of the Form of Application for Post Office Ordei's is 
attached to this Circular, together with a copy of the rules laid 
down by the Post Office for the payment of money orders. {See 
Appendix, Pages 78 and 79). 

4. The following instructions are issued on the subject for the 
guidance of Commanding Officers. 

5. Captains of Companies will in sufficient time before the 
dismissal of their Regiments make out, in conjunction with the 
Adjutant^ a complete list of the names of the men who desire to be 
paid in the manner suggested, the amount diie to each, and the 
place at which they wish to be paid. 

6. Orders may be drawn for sums slightly less than the bounty 
due, in order to cover any stoppages or other contingencies which 
may occur before the end of the training, the balance being banded 
to the men on dismissal, in cash, with the Post Office Orders; and 
should any of the men wish to avail themselves of the opportunity 
of remitting any other balances which may be due to them, the 
amounts may be included in the Order. 

7. Two days before the end of the training the Adjutant will 
make application to the Local Postmaster, on the form before 
mentioned, for the required orders, and upon their receipt he will 
hand over to the Post Office official a cheque for the total sum. 
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8. The usual commission, according to the amount of the Clause 26 
orders, will be borne by the public, vouched by the receipt of the ewHwmed. 
Postmaster. 

9. The orders will then be handed over to Captains of Com- 

{)anies, who will deliver them to their men^ and take their acknow- 
edgments for the sums received by them. 

10. In the event of Regiments adopting this mode of payment. 
Forms for making applications in duplicate for the orders will be 
supplied by this Department on requisition. 

11. The Postmaster-General has been requested to cause local 
Postmasters to afford every assistance in carrying out this arrange- 
ment for payment of the bounty.

1. Troop Drills will be ordered at the discretion of the Clause 27 
Officers Commanding Troops, and Squadron Drills at the discre- 
tion of the Officer Commanding the Corps or Regiment. 

AM^xably for Permanent Duty. 

2. General Officers Commanding Districts will consider, in 
consultation with Commanding Officers of Regiments, the times 
and places at which it may be best to assemble the Yeomanry 
for permanent duty, and will submit their proposals to the Adj utant- 
General for the consideration of the Secretary of State for War. 

3. The Yeomanry assemble for six successive days in the 
year, exclusive of the days of marching to and from the place of 
assembly. 

In«peotion of Teomanry. 

4. The inspection will usually take place on the last day (not < 
being Sunday) of the six days referred to in Para. 3. General 

Officers Commanding Districts will arrange with Commanding 
Officers of Regiments the day of inspection, and appoint an 
Inspecting Officer. 

Horse License Duty. 
With reference to the W. O. Letter ^, dated 10th May, Clause 28 
1870, Officers Commanding Eegiments of Yeomanry Cavalry are 
informed that in future the refund of Horse License Duty 
will be limited, for the Commandant to the amount paid for two 
horses, and for officers of other ranks to the amount paid for one 
horse. 
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YOItUNTEEfiS. 

Special Capitation Allowance. 

Clause 29. l- With a view to give encouragement to Officers and 
Serjeants of Volunteers in acquiring a thorough knowledge ef 
their duties, a special Capitation Allowance of 2/. 10*. will be 
granted on account of each Officer or Efficient Serjeant of 
Volunteers, not including the Permanent StaflF, who obtains a 
•Certificate of Proficiency in the manner prescribed in Clauses 10, 
30, or 2 1 of this Circular. 

3. This allowance will be in addition to the 20*. or 30*., as the 
case may be, which an Officer or Serjeant may have earned under 
Articles 259 or 260 of the Volunteer Regulations 1863. 

3. Field Officers of Volunteers who have held commissions as 
Field Officers and Captains, or as Subalterns (if they have passed 
the examination for promotion to the rank of Captain), and Captains 
and Subalterns who have served, and passed the examination for 
the rank of Lieutenant in a similar arm of the Regular Forces, 
may be returned in the list of Proficients in the Annual Return 
and Nominal Roll of their Corps, without examination. The rank 
each Officer held when in the Regular Forces will be stated against 
his name in the Return, and if he held only that of a Subaltern 
Officer the fact that he passed his examination as above will be 
also stated. 

4. Quartermasters and Medical Officers, who have served as 
such in the Regular Forces, may similarly be returned as pro- 
ficient. 

5. An Officer of Volunteers who also holds a commission in 
the Militia will not be permitted to earn the special Capitation 
Allowance of 2L 10*. 

6. After an Officer or Serjeant shall have received a Certificate 
of Proficiency, he will be entitled to earn the special Capitation 
Allowance of 21. 10*., on the Commanding Officer certifying in 
the Annual Return and Nominal Roll that he continues to 
possess a competent knowledge of tiie subjects mentioned i^ the 
Certificate. In the case of a Serjeant it must be shown that the 
Adjutant has during the year seen him drill, and act as Instructor 
to a Company, and has been satisfied with his proficiency. 

7. Should such Officer or Serjeant, however, be found at In- 
spection to be unacquainted with his duty, the Inspecting Officer 
will notice the fact in his Confidential Report, and the Offieer or 
Serjeant will be disqualified from earning the fecial C9.pitatKyi 
Allowance until he shall have again beeiB^ exaniined imd Qbtai^ed 
a fresh Certificate of Proficiency. 

8. Clause 21, Reserve Forces Circular 1870, and Claus^g p 
and 9, Reserve Forces Circular 1871 are cancelled. 
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Attachment of Officers of Volunteers to Begular or Militia 

Begiments. 
1. Any Commissioned Officer may be temporarily attached^ Clause 30. 
for the purpose of receiving instruction : — 

(a) To the Royal Artillery; for any period not exci^eding 

three mouths. 

(b) To the School of Military Engineering, Chatham] for any 
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Examination of Officers of Volunteers who are Instructed 
by the Permanent Staff of their Regiment. 

Clause 31 ^' Officers of all arms may, if they prefer it, receive the 
' necessary instruction from the Adjutant and Seijeant Instructors 
of their Corps, Brigade, or Battalion, whose duty it is to afford 
such instruction. 

2. As a rule such Officers, if below the rank of Field Officer, 
will be examined either on the day of Inspection before or after 
the Inspection, or on the day preceding or the day following it, at 
the discretion of the Inspecting Officer. The examination will be 
conducted by a Board, consisting of the Inspecting Officer, the 
Adjutant of the Corps, Brigade, or Battalion, and of the nearest 
available Captain cf Regular or Adjutant of Regular or Auxiliary 
Forces of the same arm. When a Quartermaster is examined a 
Quartermaster of the Army or Militia may be substituted for the 
Captain or last-mentioned Adjutant. 

8. The Commanding Officer will take care to give the In- 
specting Officer due notice in regard to any Officers who may wish 
to be examined as above. 

4. Field Officers, and those Officers of lower rank who are 
unable to present themselves for examination at the time of 
Inspection, will be examined at other times on applying through 
their Commanding Officer to the Assistant Adjutant-General, (or in 
the case of Artillery Volunteers to the Lieutenant-Colonel of 
Royal Artillery) of the District or Sub-District, stating by what 
date they will be ready for examination. The General Officer 
Commanding the District will then appoint a time and place for 
the examination, and nominate an Examining Board of Officers 
constituted as in paragraph 5 of Clause 30. 

5. Medical Officers will be examined by a Board consisting of 
the Principal Medical Officer of the District, and two other Army 
Medical Officers. The Form of Certificate of Proficiency is 
printed in the Appendix, page 96. 

6. The Officers about to be examined will proceed to the place 
appointed at their own expense. 

7. Should an Officer be temporarily residing at any station out 
of his District, arrangements will be made for his examination at 
such station on his expressing a wish to that efiect in making his 
application as above. 

8. Certificates of Proficiency will be given as in paragraph 5 
of Clause 30. 

9. Certificates of qualification to Officers of Mounted Rifle 
Volunteers will be given on W. O. Form 529, by the Officer who 
inspects the Corps, or on W. O. Form 536, by the Commanding 
Officer of the Corps, countersigned by the Inspecting Officer {see

Examination of Serjeants of Volunteers for Certificates 
of Proficiency, 

1. Serjeants will be examined by the Adjutant of the Corps, Clause 32. 
Brigade, or Battalion, to which they belong, and their Certificates 
of Proficiency on W. 0. Form 528, 581, 596, 536, or 562 {see 
Appendix to Clause 30), ^lill be signed by such Adjutant, counter- 
signed by the Commanding Officer of their Corps (in the case 
of Light Horse or Mounted Rifle), Brigade (in the case of Artillery), 
or Battalion (in the case of Engineer and Rifle Volunteers). 
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Company and Battalion Drill, and Marching Out. 

Clause 34. l- Company Drills will be ordered by the Officers Command- 
ing Companies or Corps, and Battalion Drill by Officers Com- 
manding Corps or Administrative Regiments, as the case may be. 
In a Garrison Town notice of the dates fixed for Battalion Drills 
will be given by Commanding Officers to the Officer Commanding 
the Garrison. 

2. Commanding Officers will determine what drill is to take 
place, and who is to drill at certain parades. If the Commanding 
Officer is not present, the Officer in temporary Command will carry 
ont his arrangements. It is competent to the Officer Commanding 
on parade to direct any Officer to assume the Command for the 
purpose of manoeuvring the Battalion, though other Officers senior 
to him be present. 

3. When the Adjutant proceeds to a Company Drill he will 
take with him a copy of the muster-roll of the Company. The 
roll will be called over in his presence, and the names of the 
Volunteers present will be checked by him. He will in like 
manner be furnished with a roll of recruits, and will examine them 
in squad drill, rifle exercise, and company drill. These rolls will 
be submitted to the Inspecting Officer at the Annual Inspection. 

4. The Adjutant will make a note of the names f those Volun- 
teers present whom he may find qualified in knowledge of drill, &c., 
for certificates of efficiency in accordance with the provisions of 
Her Majesty's Order in Council. In the event of any Volunteer 
not satisfying the Adjutant as to his knowledge of drill, he will 
not be granted a certificate of efficiency unless he be seen again 
by the Adjutant at a later visit, and then considered by him duly 
qualified. The Adjutant will not sign a certificate of efficiency 
for any Volunteer whom he has not during the year seen at drill 
and considered qualified. 

5. He will personally drill the Company in the capacity of 
Drill Instructor, during a portion of the period of drill. It is 
desirable in general that the Officer Commanding the Company 
should fall in for instruction ; the Subaltern Officers will do so as 
a matter of course. As Officers and Seijeants should have an 
opportunity of drilling in his presence, the Adjutant should also, 
during part of the time, hand over the Company to one or more 
of them, he being present as Instructor. 

6. Volunteers are required to attend Drill in uniform at the 
-Adjutant's visit to outlying Corps of Administrative Regiments^ 
but not, unless ordered to do so, at their own Officers' or at the 
Serjeant-Instructor's Drills, or at Target Practice. 

^ 7. When the Adjutant visits outlying Corps of Administrative 
Regiments, men who are in uniform at the place of assembly will 
fall In as a matter of course. If they do not, the Senior Officer 
of the Corps will order them to do so. 
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8. The Field Officer Commanding an Administrative Regiment Clause 34 
will, with a view to suit local convenience, arrange with the continued. 
Officers Commanding Corps some time in advance the days on 

which the Adjutant will visit each Corps. 

9. The Adjutant is responsible for the shooting of the 
Volunteers heing carried on in accordance with the Musketry 
Regulations for the Army, except in so far as they limit 
the number of rounds which may be fired in one day. His visits 
to outlying corps, in the case of an Administrative Regiment, 
will be so arranged as to enable him to visit the range of each 
corps twice in the year during the progress of class firing. 

10. It is the duty of Adjutants of Administrative Regiments to 
inspect the arms of the several corps at their visits. 

11. "When several Volunteer Artillery Corps attend gun 
practice together, the senior Volunteer Officer present will have 
general supervision, but the Adjutants of the several corps, being 
the Instructors, will respectively direct the practice. 

12. The object of Battalion Drillis chiefly to practice Officers 
and Serjeants in Battalion Movements. The Field Officer Com- 
manding an Administrative Battalion will if he considers it more 
convenient and less expensive assemble the Corps by Half- 
Battalions. 

13. Officers and Non-commissioned Officers will make a point 
of being present, if possible, at Battalion or Half-Battalion Drill, 
and Officers and Non-Commissioncd Officers of Corps of Adminis- 
trative Regiments at the Adjutant^s visits. 

14. In the case of one Battalion of Volunteers keeping the 
ground while another is being drilled or iuspected, no preliminary 
sanction is required. 

15. Except for the purpose of attending a Review or Brigade 
Drill under Clause 12 of this Circular, a Volunteer Corps is 
not to quit, as a military body, the district to which it belongs, 
unless the Officer Commanding has previously obtained the sanction 
of the General Officers Commanding both Districts concerned. 

16. Whenever Volunteers desire to visit any Garrison or Camp 
as a military body, application will be made to the General Officer 
Commanding the District, who will, if he approves, inform the 
Officer in Command of the Garrison or Camp of the intended 
arrangement. 

17. Upon all occasions of entering a Garrison or Camp, the 
Officer in Command of Volunteers will duly report his arrival 
to the General Officer, and at the same time famish him with 
a field state of the Corps. 
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Instruction in Brigade Drill. 

Clause 35. 1« Volunteer Corps must attend once during the year a special 
drill for Brigade Instruction when called upon to do so by the 
General Officer Commanding the District. 

2. On such occasion — 

(«) The Force will consist of only one Brigade, or if two 
Brigades are formed they must be drilled separately. 

{h) The Corps will be selected by the General Officer Com- 
manding the District, who ^\'ill obtain the Secretary of 
State's sanction under Clause 12 of this Circular. 

(c) The General Officer Commanding the District, or an 

Officer of the Regular Forces appointed by him will 
command. 

(d) The Instructional Drill will be of not less than two 

hours' duration. 

{e) Not less than half the enrolled strength of each Corps 
will be present. 

3. Provided all the above requirements are fulfilled an allowance 
of Is. a head for all ranks will be granted to cover travelling 
expenses, if the Head-Quarters of the Corps are more than three 
miles distant from the place of assembly. 

4. Field Officers of Administrative Regiments or Corps must 
attend, unless they have special leave of absence from the General 
Officer Commanding. 

5. On a claim for the allowance granted by paragraph 3, 
being forwarded to the War Office (on W. O. Form 867, see 
Appendix, page 99), signed by the Officer Commanding the 
Administrative Kegiment or Corps concerned, and countersigned 
by the Officer Commanding on the occasion, the necessary issue 
will be made to the former Officer. In the case of an Adminis- 
trative Regiment, the particulars relating to each Corps on account 
of which the Regiment is entitled to the allowance, will be 
separately given in the claim. 

6. In the event of any Corps failing to attend such drill when 
called on to do so as above, or in the event of less than half of its 
enrolled members being present, it will forfeit its claim to the whole 
or a portion of the Capitation Allowances for the ensuing financial 
year.

Clause 36. 1. A portion of the Volunteer Force will in each year be 
assisted to form Regimental Camps of Exercise. 

Google 
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2. When a Brigade or Battalion of Volunteers wishes to form Clause 36 
a Camp, the Commanding Officer will apply (on W. O. Form 1644), continued. 
to the General Officer Comanding the District, who will submit 

the application to the Adjutant-General for the decision of the 
Secretary of State. 

3. The application must be made to the General Officer of the 
District not later than the 30th April in each year ; as in the 
event of applications for permission being numerous, it will be 
necessary for the Secretary of State to decide which Brigades or 
Battalions can be allowed to form Camps. 

4. Upon receiving from the General Officer Commanding the 
District authority for the formation of the Camp, the Commanding 
Officer will transmit to the local Controller a requisition for Camp 
Equipage upon W. O. Form 1645. 

5. No camp equipage will be issued, unless the requisition is 
forwarded at least one month before the time proposed for the 
encampment, and its issue must depend upon the supplies in store 
and the requirements of the public service. 

6. Arrangements will be made, when practicable, through the 
District Control Officer, for the supply of rations at the Govern- 
ment Contract rate. Payment for the rations will be made by the 
Commanding Officer of the Volunteers, according to the full 
existing contract rates, direct to the Contractor. 

7. The Annual Inspection will be made in camp. 

8. At the termination of the encampment a Return on W. 0. 
Form 569 (^^e Appendix, pages 100 and 101) will be prepared, signed 
by the Commanding Officer and Adjutant, and handed to the 
Inspecting Officer, who will countersign and transmit it, with such 
observations as he may think fit to make, with his Inspection 
Report. 

9. When Camps, formed by Volunteer Corps under proper 
authority, last for 3 clear days, exclusive of the days of joining 
and breaking up, and when the Certificate annexed to the Return 
above mentioned is in every respect satisfactory, the cost of con- 
veying to and from the camp the camp equipage lent from the public 
stores, and the expense of viewing the same, when returned to 
the Control Department, either at the camp or at the Government 
Stores, as well as the ordinary cost of cleaning, will be borne by 
the public. Claims for the amount due will be made as prescribed 
in Clause 32, Reserve Forces Circular 1871. 

10. To cover the cost of the erection of cooking apparatus 
and other contingent expenses, a sum will also in this case be 
allowed, amounting in the whole to 2^. Qd, a head for the aveiage 
number of all ranks, shown by the above-mentioned Return to 
have been present and effective during the encampment. 

11. The amount assessed for any damage done to the Stores 
beyond fair wear and tear will in all cases be charged against the 
Corps. 
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Encampments with Befiralar Forces and SCilitia. 

fUause 36 ^^' ^^^^ large Military Camps of Exercise are formed the 
continued. Secretary of State will select the Regiments or Corps which are to 
be allowed to join them. 

13. When Volunteers are assembled for Training and Tlxercise 
with the Militia and Regular Forces, the Mutiny Act and Articles 
of War will apply to the part of the Volunteer Force so assembled 
in the same manner that they apply, in pursuance of the Volun- 
teer Act, 1863, to Volunteers on actual Military Service. 

14. No bands will be permitted to accompany Volunteer Corps 
to Camp. 

15. The Travelling Expenses of the Volunteers between the 
railway station or steam-boat pier from which the Corps starts, 
and the Camp will be borne by the public, and a Route on 
W. O. Form 1677 will be issued. The Secretary of State 
will decide whether any part of the distance is to be per- 
formed by marchinof. No allowance will be granted for transport 
between the Head-Quarters of the Corps and the railway station 
or steam-boat pier. 

16. The claini of each Corps for travelling expenses will be 
separately rendered at the termination of the encampment on 
W. O. Form 1071, supported by the Route under which the 
Corps was ordered to proceed. 

17. A sum of 10s. will be allowed to Corps for each Volunteer 
(all ranks) who remains eight days, of which six clear days are in 
(Camp j and the sum of 11, for each of those who remain fifteen 
days, of which thirteen clear days are in Camp, 

18. At the termination of the encampment a return of the 
numbers of Officers, Non-Com missioned Officers, and men 
present for 8 and 15 days respectively will be prepared, signed by 
the Officer Commanding the Corps and countersigned, in the case 
of an Administrative or Provisional Battalion, by the Officer 
Commanding the Battalion, and forwarded to the War Office, 
when an issue of the amount due will be made. 

19. Officers will in addition receive the Army Field Allowance 
for the number of days they are in Camp, viz. : —

Is, &d, „ Captains „ „ 

\8, Qd, „ Subalterns „ „ 

20. Claims for Field Allowance will be sent to the War Office 
at the termination of the encampment on W. 0« Form 103. 

21. The Army Field Ration will be issued to the Volunteers 
of all ranks free of charge. 

22. Forage rations for horses will be issued, free of charge, on 
the scale allowed for mounted Officers of the Line. No straw will 
be issued. 
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28. Fuel will be issued at the Army rates. 

24. A suttler's cart will be allowed withiu the preciucts of the Clause 36 
Camp for each Regiment. The cart must be procured by the ^onh^ued. 
Regiment, and may follow in rear of the column on the march. 



25. Field Officers will be allowed 80 lbs. of bagfi:age; Mounted 
Officers, not being Field Officers, 60 lbs. ; other Officers, 40 lbs. 
In all cases the weights are inclusive of bedding but not of 
cooking utensils, for which 22 lbs. will be allowed for every three 
Officers. 

26. Camp equipage (including camp kettles, intrenching 
implements, and one blanket for each man) will be provided by the 
Control Department and carried with the Regimental baggage. 
The following will be the proportion of tents, viz. : one bell tent for 
the Commanding Officer, one for two Field Officers, three for the 
Regimental Staflf Officers, one for every three Officers of a Regi- 
menr, and one for the Staff Serjeants ; one tent to every 12 
Serjeants, Buglers, and Rank and File. Waterproof sheets will 
be issued in the proportion of one for each Staff Serjeant and eight 
per tent for all other Non-Commissioned Officers and Men. 

27. Corps not having water-bottles will be provided with 
wooden canteens from the Government stores. These must be 
returned before the Volunteers leave the Camp. 

28. Great-coats and straps will be supplied to the Force, and 
will be returned to store before the Volunteers leave the Camp. 

29. Volunteers must bring with them mess tins, haversacks, 
knapsacks, valises, or canvas bags (16 inches wide and 27 inches 
deep). The mess tins, haversacks, and canvas bags, will be 
supplied, if applied for, on payment. 

30. The articles to be carried in the knapsacks, valises, or 
canvas bags are limited to the following, viz. : —

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Clause 36 ^^* Horses of OflScers of the Regimental Staflf will be picketed 
continued, in the field. Picketing implements will be provided by Govern- 
ment for each horse, and will be returned into store before the 
Officers leave the Camp, 

32. A private servant or groom may be taken by each 
Mounted Officer, and one servant for the Officers of each 
Company. Free rations and camp equipment will be given to 
authorized servants, who must conform to the rules of the Camp. 
Each servant will be allowed 20 lbs. of baggage. 

33. Camp rules will apply in all respects to the Volunteers. 

34. The Volunteers must perform the camp duties of fatigue, 
cooking, &c. 

35. A Line Serjeant and some private soldiers will be attached, 
if required, to each Battalion for the purpose of assisting the 
Volunteer Quartermasters in the returns and other exceptional 
duties of camp life, such as pitching and striking tents, packing 
and unpacking tents, baggage arrangements, Sec. 

36. The official annual inspection of Corps will not take place 
at the camp, but special reports will be made of the Corps that 
attend. 

37. Medical Officers will take with them their own pro- 
fessional instruments. They will be supplied with a " field com- 
panion " (a small portable medicine chest, to be carried by an 
orderly). There will be no Regimental Hospitals attached to 
Battalions of Volunteers, but the Surgeons and Assistant-Surgeons 
of Volunteers will act under the Principal Medical Officer of the 
Forces. 

38. Quartermasters and Quartermaster-Seijeants will precede 
their Battalions in order to carry out, in conjunction with the 
local Control Officer, such arrangements as may be necessary in 
regard to camp equipment and rations. 

39. On the arrival of a Corps or Administrative Regiment in 
Camp, the Commanding Officer will transmit to the Assistant 
Adjutant-General a report of his arrival, accompanied by a State 
of the Corps or Administrative Regiment, for the information 
of the General Officer Commanding. 

40. When the Volunteers leave their encampment the Com- 
manding Officer will make a report of their departure (ac- 
companied by a Marching-out State), in the same manner as he 
did of their arrival, and a Board of Officers will be assembled (of 
which an Officer of the Control Department and the Quarter- 
master of the Volunteer Corps or Administrative Regiment will be 
members), for the purpose of assessing any damage done to the 
Camp Equipment beyond fair wear and tear. 
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41. The CommandiDg OflScer of each Battalion will, at the Clause 36 
conclusion of the encampment, furnish to the Under Secretary of continued. 
State, War Office, for the information of the Secretary of State, 

on W. O. Form 861 (see Appendix, page 102) a Daily State giving 
the numbers of Officers, Non-commissioned Officers and Men 
present on each day, and specifying the corps to which they 
respectively belong. 

42. Articles 113 to 116, and 118 to 123, of the Volunteer 
Regulations 1863, and Clause 22, Reserve Forces Circulars 1870, 
are hereby cancelled. 



Barrack Accommodation. 

When a Brigade or Battalion of Volunteers wishes to occupy Clause 37 
Barracks for a short time, the General Officer Commanding the 
District will submit the application to the Adjutant-General for 
the decision of the Secretary of State, as in paragraph 2, Clause 36 
of this Circular. 

Inspection. 

1. The arrangements for the inspection of Volunteers of tlie Clause 38. 
several arms, will be made by General Officers Commanding 
Districts in communication with the Commanding Officers of 
Battalions ; the local convenience of Corps, both as regards time 

and place, will be consulted. "When a Brigade or Battalion of 
Volunteers is permitted to form a Regimental Camp of Exercise, 
the Annual Inspection will take place in Camp (see paragraph 7 
of Clause 36 of this Circular). When it joins a Camp of Exercise 
in conjunction with the Regular or Militia Forces, the Inspection 
must not take place in Camp (see paragraph 36 of Clause 36). 

2. The arrangements will be made sufficiently in advance, 
both for the convenience of the Inspecting Officer and for that of 
the Officers and members of Corps. When the date of Inspec- 
tion has been fixed, no change will be made unless under very 
exceptional circumstances. 

3. Each Corps of Volunteers will be inspected annually, and 
the presence of each man at the inspection (unless absent on leave 
specially granted by the Commanding Officer, or through sickness 
duly certified) is neces -iry to qualify for efficiency, under Her 
Majesty's Order in Council, dated 27th July, 1863. 

4. Officers and Men who desire to be abseni from the Annual 
Inspection for any very special reason, must apply in writing, 
to the Commanding Officer of the Corps, stating the reason for 
the application, and in case of sickness must transmit a medical 
certificate; if the reason assigned is not satisfactory, leave will 
be refused. 
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Clause 38 ^« The parade for Inspection will be formed ready for the 
Inspecting Officer at such an hour as will give not less than two 
hours of daylight for the Inspection. Unless at least two-thirds of 
the Corps is on parade, the Inspection will not take place, but 
must be postponed to a later date. 

6. When an Administrative Regiment is inspected in Batta- 
lion, each Corps will bring with it to the Inspection the Muster 
Roll, the Record of Attendance at Drills, and the Musketry 
Returns for the year preceding, as well as those of the current 
year. 

7. The Head-Quarters of the Corps, stationed at the place 
where the Battalion is assembled, will also be inspected, together 
with the magazine, spare arms, &c. 

8. Only one Band will be allowed to appear with the Bat- 
talion on parade ; it must not exceed 3 men for each Company 
actually present. Any enrolled members of the Band in excess 
of the above numbers must appear in the ranks. 

9. Inspecting Officers will carefully inspect the rifles in 
store as well as those in the hands of the men. 

10. Corps in Administrative Regiments of Rifle Volunteers 
will as a rule be inspected every third year separately at their 
own Head-Quarters instead of in Battalion; but the Head- 
Quarters of each Corps will be inspected at least once in three 
years. If the Regiment has joined a Camp of Exercise with 
Regular and Militia Forces during the year, the Inspection will 
take place at the Head-Quarters of the respective Corps, should 
the Commanding Officer desire it. 

11. The Inspection of a Corps or Regiment is a distinct duty^ 
and must not be made during a Review or Brigade Drills it 

' may take place either before the commencement or after the close 
of the Review or Drill. 

12. The Field Officers of a Regiment are not to be absent 
from Inspection without first having obtained leave from the 
General Officer Commanding the District. When Corps of Ad- 
ministrative Regiments are inspected at their own Head -Quarters 
the Commanding Officer must obtain similar leave through the 
Officer Commanding the Regiment In each case, reasons must 
be assigned for leave being required. 

Beports and Betnms. 

13. Reports and Returns should be sent in as soon as possible 
after the Inspection. The Commanding Officer of each Corps of 
an Administrative Regiment will make out an Inspection Return 
on W. O. Form 1616, and an Inspection Report on W. O. Form 
1614. These Returns will be transmitted to the Commanding 
Officer of the Administrative Regiment, and by him forwarded, 
together with his own Report, to the Inspecting Officer. 
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14. The Report of the Inspecting Officer will be made out in Clause 38 
the case of an Administrative Regiment on W. O. Form 1599. oowtimed, 

15. When a Corps not forming part of an Administrative Regi- 
ment is inspected, its Commanding Officer will fill up Forms 1614 
and 1616, and forward them to the Inspecting Officer, whose own 
Report will be made out in this case on Form 1598. 

16. A Nominal Roll (on W. O. Form 1624) will be made of 
all Officers and Men who have applied for and obtained leave to 
be absent from Inspection, stating in each case the cause of 
absence, and specifying whether they were present at the inspec- 
tion of the previous year. This Roll will be delivered to the 
Inspecting Officer at parade on the day of Inspection. Any other 
men who may be absent will be returned absent without leave, 
imless they have famished medical certificates. The Command- 
ing Officer will be required to afford an explanation, if there should 
be a bad muster. 

17. The following form of Inspection State will be given to 
the Inspecting Officer on parade : —

Efficiency. 

Capitation AUowanoe. 

1. Capitation Allowances wiU not be granted for Officers unless Clause 39. 
they have attended the number of drills prescribed for efficients. 

SUnoiency Baderes; 

2. A Badge of Efficiency will be worn by men who were 
returned as efficient in the last Annual Return of their Corps. 

3. This badge will consist of a ring of silver lace^ three- 
quarters of an inch wide, round the sleeve of the right arm above 
the cuff, passing over any other lace or embroidery which may 
belong to the unifOTm, and should not be made in the form of a 
chevron 
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Clause 39 4. Men who have been five times returned as Efficient in the 
continued. Annual Returns of their Corps may wear one star, and those who 
have been ten times so returned, two stars above the ring. 

5. Volunteer Circular No. 10, and the second paragraph of 
Article 67 of the Volunteer Regulations 1863 are hereby can- 
celled. 



Discipline. 

Clause 40 1. Section 21 of the Volunteer Act 1863, which lays down the 
course to be observed as to the discipline of Volunteers while not 
on actual military service, will be found in the Appendix, page 103. 

2. Meetings are not to be held in Corps for the purpose of 
expressing an opinion upon the acts of a Commanding Officer, or 
of recommending him to take a particular course of action ; nor 
are memorials to be drawn up to the same effect ; and no meetings, 
except those called together by or under the authority of the 
Commanding Officer of a Corps, who will be responsible for 
doing so, will be recognized. If any Volunteer has cause to think 
himself aggrieved he will represent his case to his Captain ; any 
appeal against the decision of the Captain will be made through 
him to the Commanding Officer, and any further appeal will be 
made through both these Officers to the General Officer Com- 
manding the District. 

3. Members of Corps are not individually or collectively to 
attend political meetings, or join in public political discussion or 
demonstrations, in uniform. Bands of Volunteer Corps are not 
to appear in uniform for any purpose without the consent of the 
Commanding Officers of their Regiment or Corps. {See also 
Paragraph 1 of Clause 8 of this Circular.) 

4. The rules laid down in Paragraph 361 of the Queen's Regula- 
tions, 1868, with respect to Testimonials, apply to the Permanent 
Staff of the Volunteer Force. Members of the Permanent Staff 
will be held responsible that they do not allow themselves to be 
complimented, either directly or indirectly, by presents or col- 
lective expressions of opinion from persons who are serving or 
who have served in the Corps or Regiment to which the Staff are 
or have been attached. 

5. When a Volimteer has been dismissed for offences in 
uniform, a notification of the fact, with the cause of dismissal, 
will be inserted in Regimental Orders. 

6. Volunteers in uniform will salute all Officers of the Regular 
and Auxiliary Forces in uniform. 
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Uniform. 

No alteration in uniform will be made without the previous Clause 41. 
authority of the Secretary of State. 

Stationery Allowance. 

1. In order to defray the expense of carrying on the official Clause 42. 
correspondence of the Commanding Officer and Adjutant, an 
allowance at the rate of 41. a-year for every Troop, Battery, 

or Company borne on the establishment at the date of the 
annual return of the previous year, and at the rate of 21. a-year 
for any division or sub-division not forming part of a Troop, 
Battery, or Company, will be granted, and will be issued annually 
with the Capitation Allowances. 

2. In Administrative Regiments the allowance will be thus

Seqeant Instructors of Volunteers. 

1. On receipt of the Secretary of State's approval of the 
appointment of a Serjeant Instructor, the Commanding: Officer 
will cause the man to be attested before a Magistrate or Deputy 
Lieutenant of the County for five year^ service, or, if nr.y special 
circumstances should render such a course desirable, fcr such 
shorter period (not being in any case less than one year) as may 
beconsidered desirable. 

2. A similar course will be adopted in the case of a Serjeant 
Instructor wishing to continue his service after the expiration of 
the period for which he had been previously attested, or, in the 
case of a Non-commissioned Officer transferred from the Regular 
Forces, on the ' expiration of his Line Service. In the former of 
these cases the Attestation should take place on the day suc- 
ceeding the date of completion of period of service, and in the 
latter on that succeeding the date of discharge from the Regular 
Forces. 

3. The Attestation will be on W. O. Form 1665, and will be 
kept at the Head-Quarters of the Corps or Administrative Regi- 
ment to which the Serjeant Instructor has been appointed. 
In an Administrative Regiment care must be taken to attest the 
man for the Permanent StaflP of the Regiment^ and not for the 
Corps to which he may happen to be posted, 

4. The fees of Is. on Attestation, a»d 2s. 6d. for Medical Exami- 
nation, if no Military Medical Officer is available for the duty, 
may be paid and charged in the Adjutant^s accounts ; in the event 
of the latter charge being made, it must be vouched by a Certifi- 
cate stating that no Military Medical Officer was available. 

Age of 1st Claw 5. First Class Serjeant Instructors must not exceed 45 years 

insfrnctow. of age on appointment, and must not be re-attested after the age 
of 50 without the special authority of the Secretary of State. 



Pay of Seijeant 
Instructors. 



6. The pay of First Class Serjeant Instructors will be at an 
uniform rate of 2$, 6d, a-day, instead of at the rate of 2s. 7^» 
or 28, 4d, as the case may be. Those, however, now in receipt 
of 28. Id. a-day will continue to draw pay at that rate until the 
expiration of the periods for which they have respectively been 
attested. Non-commissioned Officers transferred from the Regidar 
Forces for completion of service will receive, until placed on 
pension, 2s. 9d. a-day. 

7 A Seccmd Class Serieant Instructor will receive, from the date 
of his appomtment, pay at the rate of Is. 4rf. a^ay. 

8. If a Serjeant Instructor has received from the School of 
Musketry at Hythe or Fleetwood a Certificate of Qualification as 
Serjeant Instructor in Musketry, he will receive an additional 
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allowance of 2d, a-day. If he is appointed Serjeant-Major/ lie Clause 44 
will receive a further allowance of Qd, a-day. This pay is to be contimed. 
issued by, and charged in the accounts of, the Adjutant of the 
Corps or Administrative Kegiment to which the Non-commis- 
sioned Officer belongs, and is to be issued, as far as practicable, 
weekly in arrear. 

9. Before making the first charge for the additional allowance of 
2d, a-day, granted to qualified Serjeant Instructors in Musketry, 
the Certificate received by the Serjeant from the School of 
Musketry at Hythe or Fleetwood is to be transmitted to the War 
Office, with an aj^plication for authority to make the charge. 

10. Except during the training of their Regiment, Serjeants Empioymentof 
of the Permanent Staff of Disembodied Militia may with their frJin Muitia and 
Commanding Officer^s and their own consent, be employed as Drill ^erve!^™^ 
Instructors of Rifle Volunteers, either in lieu of or in addition to 
Permanent^Serjeant Instructors. 

11. When the Commanding Officer of a Corps or Administra- 
tive Regiment wishes to obtain the services of a Drill Instructor, 
he must in the first instance obtain the concurrence of the Officer 
Commanding the Militia Regiment to which the Serjeant belongs, 
and then submit his application for the consideration of the 
Secretary of State, who, if he approves, will authorize the employ- 
ment of the Serjeant (except during the training periods of his 
Militia Regiment) until further orders. A Serjeant thus em- 
ployed will receive Is. a-day in addition to his Militia Pay, with 
lodging, fuel and light, or an allowance of 4rf. a-day in lieu thereof. 
He will also be entitled to travelling expenses according to 
regulations. 

12. Non-commissioned Officers of the First Class Army 
Reserve who have had not less than three years service as such in 
their respective Regiments, may, also, when not required for duty 
under the conditions of their service, be similarly employed; appli- 
cations for their employment being first made to the War Office. 
Whilst so employed they will receive (in addition to their Army 
Reserve pay of 4rf. a-day), 3«. 2d. a-day if their whole time is 
given to the Battalion, I*, a-day if they have any other occupa- 
tion or employment. 

13. If the Serjeant of Militia or First Class Army Reserve be 
employed in lieu of one of the authorized number of Serjeant 
Instructors, the above allowances, and extra-pay will be payable 
by the public, and will be charged in the accounts of the Adjutant 
of the Corps or Administrative Regiment to which he has been 
attached, supported by the War Office authority for the man's 
employment, and a Certificate that he has been employed daring 
the whole period for which the pay and allowances are daimed 
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Clause 44 ^* in place of a regular Serjeant Instructor, and not as an 
continued, <i additional Drill Instructor/^ 

14. If employed as an additional Drill Instructor the allow- 
ances and extra-pay, will be paid by the Corps or Administrative 
Regiment to which the man is attached. 

15. Serjeant Instructors will keep a diary on W. O. Form 862 
{see Appendix, page 104) showing how they are employed. When 
they are employed in attending drill the description of drill 
attended and the number of Officers and Men present will be 
shown. 

16. The diary of the preceding week will be deposited in the 
Orderly Room of the Corps to which the Serjeant Instructor 
belongs, or is attached, every Monday morning not later than 
eight o'clock. 

17. In an Administrative Regiment the Officers Commanding 
the several Corps will forward to the Field Officer Commanding, 
oa the 1st of each month the diaries of the preceding month. 

18. Under these new Regulations it is no longer necessary 
that a duplicate of the Form of Attestation of a Seijeant Instructor 
should be transmitted to the "War Office ; nor that the application 
for the employment of a Drill Instructor from the Permanent 
Staff of the Militia should be renewed every six months. 

~ 19. Articles 208, 317, 219, 220, 221 and 222 of the Volunteer 
Regulations 1863, and those parts of Article 206 of those 
Regulations which relate to the age of First Class Serjeant 
Instructors are hereby cancelled ; as are also Volunteer Circular 
No. 3, and the first paragraph of Volunteer Circular No. 37. 



Snider Arms. 

Clause 45. ^' Discrepancies in many instances appear between the number 
of Snider Arms sent in for examination, in accordance with the 
provisions of Clause 5; Reserve Forces Circulars 1872, and the num- 
ber shown by the records of the War Ofl&ce to be in the possession 
of Corps. Attention is therefore directed to the necessity for a 
strict compliance with the instructions contained in paragraph 5 
of the Clause referred to. In future the tcliole of the Snider 
Arms in possession of Corps must be sent in for examination 
complete. 

2. In cases where Corps fail to comply with the instructions on 
this point, the deficient Arm or Arms will be considered as lost by 
the Corps and the value claimed. 
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Ammunition for County Bifle Associations. 

Small-Arm Ammunition is issued gratuitously for use at Clause 46. 
the Annual Meeting of a County Bifle Association, provided that 
the amount required does not exceed the following proportion, 
viz.: 5 rounds for each EflScient Volunteer in the County, as shown 
in the Annual Returns rendered to this Ofl&ce on the 1st December, 
preceding ; and provided also that the Secretary of State's authority 
for holding the Meeting has been obtained through the General 
Officer Commanding the District, comprising the County to 
which the Association belongs, and that the application for the 
Ammunition is forwarded through the General Officer to the War 
Office. The application for permission to hold the Meeting is to . 
specify the date of the proposed Match, the range at which it is to 
take place, and whether the use of such range has been approved 
by the Secretary of State. The expense of the carriage of the 
Ammunition is defrayed by the War Office. 



Supply of Cloth and Head-dresses. 

1. A Statement of the prices at which the Army Clothing (Jlong^ 47^ 
Department will supply Cloths, Head-dresses, &c., to Volunteer 

Corps, between the Is't April, 1872, and 31st March, 1873, is 
printed in the Appendix to this Circular (pages 105 and 106). 

2. The supplies required should be demanded on War Office 
Forms 1638 and 1641. 

3. The attention of Commanding Officers of Volunteer Corps 
is called to Paragraph 130 of the Volunteer Regulations, fixing 
the time for sending in Requisitions. The instructions contained 
in that Paragraph will be strictly adhered to, with the following 
exception, viz., that Requisitions and Correspondence will be 
sent to the Director of Clothing, Army Clothing Department, 
Grosvenor Road, S.W., instead of to the War Office. 

4. Clause 38, Reserve Forces Circulars 1871, is hereby can- 
celled.

3. General Officers Commanding Districts will arrange for the 
inspection of the Army Reserve. The inspection will generally 
take place on the last day of the training. 



Enrolment of Men for 1st Glass Army Reserve. 

(ISSTJEDAS A 8PE0IAL BE6EBTB 70BCES CIBOXJLAB, ON 18TH HABOH, 1872.) 

ClftlIS6 49. The Secretary of State has decided that for the present no 
more men shall be permitted to enrol for Section A, 1st Class Army 
Reserve. Upon receipt of this Circular, StaflF Officers of Pen- 
sioners will accordingly cease to enrol men who have been dis- 
charged from the Army either on the completion of their first term 
of service or otherwise. 



Clause 50. 



Purchase of Discharge. 1st Glass Army Reserve. 

(ISSDED AS A SPECIAL BESEBYB 70BCES CIBCITLAB, ON llTH MABCH, 1872.) 

1. Men who have been transferred to the 1st Class Army 
Reserve (Section C), to complete the unexpired period of their 
Line engagement, will be allowed to purchase their discharge at 
the same rates as men serving in the Army; Service in the 
Reserve counting as Army Service. The rates are at present 
fixed by Her Majesty's Warrant of 27th December, 1870. 

2. They will be required to refiind any pay they may actually 
have received in advance for any period beyond the date fixed for 
their discharge. 

3. Men, who purchase their discharge within three months of 
their enrolment in the Army Reserve, will be required to pay 
back the whole of the necessaries allowance of 1/. issued to them 
on enrolment. The amount to be refunded by men purchasing 
their discharge within six, nine, and twelve months will be I5s.j 
10^., and 5^. respectively, unless the men shall have received a 
second issue of the allowance, in which case they will pay back 
the proportion of the second issue only, as laid down in the follow- 
ing paragraph. 

4. Men who purchase their discharge after more than twelve 
months^ service in the Reserve, will be required to repay the whole 
of the necessaries allowance for the year if they be discharged 
during the June Quarter; 15^. during the September Quarter; 
10*. during the December Quarter; and 5^. during the March 
Quarter. 
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5. When a man serving in the Ist Class Army Reserve is Clause 50 
desirous of purchasing his discharge, he should make application eonHtmed. 
to the Staff OflScer of Pensioners of the District in which he is 
residing. 

6. The Staff Officer of Pensioners, in submitting such applica- 
tion to the Adjutant-General for the consideration of His Royal 
Highness the Field-Marshal Commanding-in-Chief, will at the 
same time forward the man's Discharge Documents, taking care 
to complete the 3rd page of the Attestation and the Detailed 
Statement on the 2nd page of the Proceedings of the Discharge 
Board with the service rendered in the Reserve to the latest date. 

7. The Staff Officer will also state whether he is satisfied that, 
in the event of the discharge being granted, the money required for 
the purchase of the discharge, as well as for the requisite refund 
of pay and necessaries allowance, will be forthcoming. 

8. On receipt of an authority for the discharge, the Staff 
Officer of Pensioners will then, and not before, receive the money 
and notify the receipt to the Adjutant-General with the view of 
securing the confirmation of the discharge, 

9. In the event of the money not being received within one 
month of the date of the War Office authority, a report to that 
effect will be made to the Adjutant-General, in order that the 
authority may be cancelled, and the Discharge Documents re- 
turned. 

Re-transfer to the Army. 

A copy of the General Order (43 of 1872) fixing the con- Clause 51- 
ditions under which men of the 1st Class Army Reserve (Section C) 
may rejoin their former Regiments is printed in the Appendix, 
page 107, for the information and guidance of Staff Officers of 
Pensioners and others concerned. 



Metropolitan Police Force. 

1. The Secretary of State for War, in conjunction with the Glause 52- 
Secretary of State for the Home Department, has decided that 

men of the Army Reserve Force who may fulfil the necessary 
requirements may be admitted into the ranks of the Metropolitan 
Police Force, on the understanding that they are not to be with- 
drawn from their Police duties except on special emergencies, and 
that on promotion to the rank of Serjeant of Police they shall 
cease to belong to the Reserve. 

2. Men who may obtain such employment will continue to 
receive their daily pay as members of the Army Reserve, and also 
the annual allowance for necessaries in addition to their pay as 
members of the Police Force. Their legal liability to attend for 
Training and Exercise, if called upon to do so, and also to return 
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Army Reserve and Enrolled Pensioners— con^t/<;df. 

Clause 52 to the colours (in the case of those men belonging to Ist Class^ 
conHnved, Section C) will still remain. 

3. StaflF OflScers of Pensioners will be so good as to make the 
foregoing information generally known amongst the members of 
the Ist Class Army Reserve. 

Ammunition for Enrolled Pensioners. 

Clause 63, 1« With reference to Clause 15, Reserve Forces Circulars, 
I87I4 it has been decided that Service Ammunition, at the rate of 
20 rounds per man, shall be allowed for the Enrolled Pensioners. 
Requisitions (in duplicate) may accordingly be put forward on the 
several Controllers for the quantities required. 

2. Care is to be taken that the Supply of Service Ammunition 
is not diminished. In each year the ammunition which has been 
longest in charge, whether for Service or otherwise, will be first 
expended at practice, and the ^^ Service '' portion, which may have 
been used, replaced by an equal number of rounds of the annual 
supply of practice ammunition. 

3. In making out the Annual Requisitions for ammunition for 
practice and exercise, Staff Officers of Pensioners will not include 
the ''Service" Ammunition in the deduction on account of 
ammunition ''on hand.^' 

4. Staff Officers of Pensioners will report in cases in which 
they have not the means of securely storing the ammunition. 
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(W. O. Form 858.)

ORDER No. 53 OF 1872. 



I^ieutenants. of MiUtia. 

27. Notice will be given from time to time to Officers Commanding 
Militia Regiments whenever they will be permitted to recommend a 
Lieutenant for a Commission in the Army ; probably one in each year 
for a Battalion of 10 Companies, and for other Battalions in proportion. 

28. Before a Lieutenant of Militia can be granted a Commission as 
Lieutenant in the Army he will be required — 

(a) To have received such instruction in drill, and to produce such 

a. certificate of qualification in drill as may be prescribed by 
the. Secretary of State. 

(b) To have served for two annual trainings with his Militia 

Regiment*. 

(c) To be recommended by his Commanding Officer^ the recom- 

mendation being confirmed by the General Officer Com- 
manding the district;* and to produce a certificate from a 
Board of Examination that he is thoroughly acquainted with 
the subjects specified in Paragraph 24, excepting the fifth. 
[See extract from Paragraph 24, printed on the following page, '\ 

(d) To produce a Certificate of Qualification from the Civil Service 

Commissioners, similar to that hereinbefore prescribed for 
Queen's and Indian Cadets. t 

29. A Lieutenant of Militia recommended imder Article 27, who is 
within the limits of age prescribed in Paragraph 2.jt may go up for his 
qualifying Examination at any one of the periodical Entrance Examina- 
tions, on application to the Military Secretary, and forwarding to him 
the papers (a) and (c) described in Paragraph 13.§ 



* In tbe case of the Channel Islands MiUtia, the recommendation must be 
confinned by the Lieutenant Governor. 

t Queen's aud Indian Cadets will be required to pass a qualiiying Entrance 
Examination only.

X Paragraph 2 prescribes that the limits of age for the admission of Ideutenantf 
of Militia into tbe Army shall be from 19 to 22.

Officers who entered the Militia between the 16th February and 
1st November, 1871, inclusive, may be admittted up to the age of 23.

G. 0. 27 of 1872.— Musketry. 

The following alterations in the present system of 
Musketry Instruction having been sanctioned. — to take effect 
from the commencement of the Annual Course of 1872-3, — 
the emendations contained in Appendix A will be made in the 
last edition of the Musketry Regulations, dated 1st March, 
1870, viz.— 

1. The recruits are to execute Target Practice as follows: 
-— Ist period, at every 50 yards from 100 to 250 yards; 2nd 
period, from 300 to 450 yards ; 3rd period, from 500 to 650 
yards. 

2. All recruits and trained soldiers are to execute the 
2nd period of target practice, the former /rom 300 to 450 
yards, — the latter from 400 to 600 yards, — before a classifica- 
tion is made. 

3. In the first class the trained soldiers may fire in any 
position, the recruits only at the last two distances ; but no 
artificial rests are to be used. 

4. The figure of merit is to be established from the 
average points obtained in the 1st and 2nd periods, the 
aggregate total points to be divided by the number of men 
who commenced the 1st period, plus the average points 
obtained in volley firing, but minus the per centage of 3rd 
class shots at final classification. 

5. A summary, — appendix B, — recording the result of 
the volley, independent and skirmishing practices has been 
substituted for the diagram, and all fair hits and ricochets 
(but not hits by fragments of bullets) found on the target will 
count two points. BulVs eyes will no longer count four m these 
practices. 

6. The number of times that extra position drill and 
and judging distance practice has been performed will not 
in future be entered in the monthly musketry diary and in 
the Inspectors reports, but Commanding Officers are never- 
theless specially enjoined to have these exercises frequently 
executed in accordance with the Musketry Regulations.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE GUIDANCE OP OFFICERS IN- 
SPECTING MILITIA REGIMENTS. 



1. The Inspection of a Militia Regiment will be conducted with 
the same strictness and scrutiny as in the case of a Regiment of the 
Line. 

2. The Inspection should be divided into two pai-ts, viz. : — the Bar- 
rack Yard and the Review Inspection. One of them will take place 
in the morning, and the other in the afternoon ; or at the discretion of 
the Inspecting Officer, they may take place on successive days. 

3. At the Barrack Yard Inspection the men will be individually 
inspected in the ranks, the arms examined, a certain number of kits laid 
out, and the Subalterns called out to Drill. 

■ ^^' 4. The Books and Accounts will be examined, and the Stores Magazine, 
and Staff-Quarters visited, also the Barrack Rooms, if the Regiment is 
in Barracks. 

5. The Militia Reserve men of previous years will, either at the 
Barrack Yard Inspection, or after the Review Inspection, be directed to 
fall out of the ranks, in order that they may be specially insjiected and 
reported upon. All absentees will be accounted for. 

6. Men who volunteer for the Militia Reserve for the current year will 
also parade for the Inspection of the Inspecting Officer, who will report 
his opinion of them. 

7. Nominal Rolls of Reserve men will be handed to the Inspecting 
Officers by Captains of Companies. These Rolls will not be required 
at the War Office, but will be deposited in the Regimental Orderly 
Room. 

8. Not less than one Field Officer and two Captains will be called 
upon to Drill the Battalion, and two or three Subalterns will fall in 
with a Company, and Drill it in turn in presence of the Inspecting 
Officer. The names of the Officers so called out will be mentioned in 
the Inspection Report with an opinion as regards their proficiency. 

9. Inspecting Officers will report on the efficiency of the Field 
Officers and Adjutants both with respect to age and knowledge of their 
duty ; they will also report upon the ages and efficiency of the Serjeant* 
of the Permanent Staff. 

10. They will report whether the Musketry Orders of the Militia- 
have been carried out, and if not, the cause of deviation in each case ; and 
will minutely examine the Diaries of Parades with respect to the system 
of drill.

SECTION 21 OF VOLUNTBER ACT, 1863. 



DiBCIPLINE. 

With respect to the Discipline of Officers (other th«n Officers of the ^ ^^ Digdpiine 
Volunteer Permanent Staff) and Volunteers, the following Provisions of volunteers 
shall take effect and be in force while they are not on actual Military ^ll^^^^uary 
Sfervice :— Serrtce. 

(1.) The Commanding Officer of a Volunteer Corps may discharge 
from the Corps any Volunteer; and strike him out of the 
Muster Roll, either for Disobedienoe of Orders by him "^ile 
doing any Mib'tary Duty with his Corps, — or for Neglect of 
Duty, or Misconduct by him, as a Member of the Corps, — 
or for other safficient Cause, — the Existence and Sufficiency 
of such Causes respectively to be judged of by the Commanding 
Officer. The Volunteer so discharged shall, nevertheless, 
be liable to deliver up in good Order, fair Wear and Tear 
only excepted, all Arms, Clothing, and Appointments, being 
Public Property or Property of his Corps, issued to him, and 
to pay all Money due or becoming due by him, under the 
Rules of his Corps, either before or at the Time or by reason 
of his Discharge. But nothing herein shall prevent Her 
Majesty from signifying Her Pleasure in such Manner, and 
giving such Directions, with respect to any such Case of 
Discharge, as to Her Majesty may appear just and proper : 

(2.) If any such Officer as aforesaid or any Volunteer, while 
under Arms or on March or Duty with the Corps or 
Administrative Regiment to which he belongs, or any Por- 
tion thereof, — or while engaged in any Military Exercise or 
Drill, with such Corps or Regiment, or any Portion thereof, — 
or while wearing the Clothing or Accoutrements of such 
Corps or Regiment., and going to or returning from any 
Place of Exercise or Assembly of such Corps or Regiment, — 
disobeys any lawful Order of any Officer under whose Com- 
mand he then is, or is guilty of Misconduct, — the Officer 
then in Command of the Corps or Regiment, or any superior 
Officer under whose Command the Corps or Eegiment then 
ij^ may order the Offender, if an Officer, into Arrest, and if 
not an Officer, into the Custody of any Volimteer belonging 
to the Corps or Regiment or of any Non-commissioned Officer 
orthe Volunteer Permanent Staff, — ^but so that the Offender 
be not kept in such Arrest or Custody longer than during 
the Time of the Corps or Regiment, or such Portion thereof 
as aforesaid, then remaining under Arms, or on March or 
Duty, or assembled, or continuing engaged in any such Mili- 
tary Exercise or Drill, as aforesaid.

I. Soldiers who have been transferred to the Army Reserve ta 
complete the period for which they are attested, may be permitted 
to rejoin their former regiments, counting their previous service 
both in the Regular Army and in the Reserve. They will be placed 
under stoppages to refund ^e oarrent quarter's Reserve pay from 
date of rejoining, and to provide tJieiii«elve6 with new kits ; but 
should they become noa^effeotim before the cost thereof is 
recovered, Captains of ^Oonpanies will be relieved from further 
liability on account of debts iso »eerun^. 

^I. Applications from Army Reserve men to return to the colours^ 
will be addressed, by staff officers of pensioners, to commanding 
officers of regiments and dep6ts, by whom they will be forwarded 
to the Adjutant- General, for the concurrence of the Commander-in- 
Chief; and when authority for their re-transfer Aa received, their 
discharge documents and line attestations, with their services duly 
verified to the date of their quitting the Reserve, are at once to be 
remitted to their regiments or dep6ts. 
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
